Steve  and  Wendy  Capoferri: 
Offering  a Brighter  Future 

For  Class  of  1990  alumni  Steve  and  Wendy  Capoferri, 
quality  education  is  an  important  focus  of  their  work  and 
their  philanthropy.  Together,  the  pair  nurtures  educational 
excellence  both  at  their  alma  mater  and  at  River  Rock 
Academy,  which  they  had  a hand  in  founding.  And  through 
their  efforts,  they  are  offering  a brighter  future  for  the  students 
who  attend  both  institutions. 

Steve — who  is  River  Rock’s  co-founder  and  chief 
executive  officer — is  a hit  pensive  as  he  remembers  the 
opening  of  the  academy  five  years  ago.  “Starting  our  own 
alternative  school  was  something  that  Patti  Shatto- Young 
and  I had  always  talked  about.  The  more  we  talked,  the  more 
we  really  started  to  believe  in  it,”  reflects  Steve,  as  he  recalls 
the  risk  that  the  two  River  Rock  Academy  co-founders,  along 
with  their  families,  took  when  they  left  full-time  employment 
to  begin  this  entrepreneurial  venture. 

It’s  a risk  that  has  paid  off,  particularly  for  young  adults 
who  attend  one  of  the  four  River  Rock  facilities.  Every  year, 
River  Rock  Academy  welcomes  students  who  struggle  to 
find  success  within  the  traditional  public  school  system  as 
a result  of  behavioral  or  disciplinary  issues.  The  academy — 
rather  than  allowing  students  to  just  bide  their  time  until 
graduation — sets  heightened  expectations  for  academics, 
behavior  and  service  for  those  who  enter  its  rolls.  And 
thanks  to  the  commitment  of  River  Rock’s  staff  and  a 
variety  of  community  partners,  the  students  typically  rise  to 
the  occasion  and  go  on  to  lead  productive,  accomplished  lives. 

Fundamental  to  the  academy’s  success  are  the 
philosophies  on  which  it’s  founded.  “We  believe  that  the 
environment  affects  the  learning,”  says  Steve,  pointing  to 
River  Rock’s  pristine,  friendly  learning  facilities.  “In  addition, 
we  really  enhanced  our  technology  to  rival  what  they  have 
in  public  schools.  We  want  to  provide  our  students  with  the 
same  access  to  a challenging  academic  curriculum.”  River 
Rock  maintains  a low  student-to-faculty  ratio,  so  that  each 
and  every  student  gets  the  personal  attention  that  is  key  to 
his  or  her  success. 

As  a point  of  distinction  from  other  alternative  schools, 
the  academy  finds  opportunities  for  the  students  to  become 
contributing  and  welcomed  partners  in  the  community. 

From  her  vantage  point  as  the  academy’s  marketing  and 
program  director,  Wendy  sees  students  blossom  through  these 
experiences.  “It’s  just  a great  opportunity  to  see  a whole 
different  side  of  our  students  when  they  are  outside  of  the 
classroom,”  she  says.  River  Rock  also  opens  its  doors  to 
community  members  and  law  enforcement  officers,  creating 
opportunities  for  the  students  to  he  inspired  by  and  develop 
relationships  with  these  positive  role  models. 

Both  Steve  and  Wendy  smile  as  they  reflect  on  the 
road  that  has  led  them  to  their  work  at  River  Rock.  Their 
journeys — which  began  at  Elizabethtown  College — have

frequently  doubled  back  to  their  alma  mater,  as  the  pair 
reconnects  with  and  receives  support  from  faculty  and  alumni. 

Every  day,  the  pair  draws  on  their  Elizabethtown  degrees — 
Steve  in  social  work  and  Wendy  in  communications — in 
their  work  at  the  academy.  Beyond  their  technical  experience, 
though,  are  life  skills  they  learned  as  students  and  again  later 
when  Steve  returned  for  a successful  run  as  the  Blue  Jays’  head 
wrestling  coach.  Each  can  recall  a host  of  Elizabethtown  expe- 
riences through  which  he  or  she  discovered  the  value  of 
perseverance,  persistence,  aspiration  and  camaraderie.  And 
each  recounts  examples  of  how  they  are  creating  similar 
experiences  for  their  River  Rock  students. 

What’s  surprising  to  the  pair,  though,  are  the  broader 
connections  they  have  beyond  the  friends  they  made  at  the 
College.  “It’s  mindboggling  to  me  the  network  that  you  have 
with  some  alumni  with  whom  you  didn’t  even  go  to  school,” 
says  Steve,  who  mentions  Elizabethtown  graduates  like 
William  Hartman  ’69,  Gary  Heim  77,  and  Bryan  Zeamer  ’95, 
all  of  whom  advised  him  as  he  was  founding  the  academy. 
Steve  also  is  grateful  for  the  collection  of  trained  River  Rock 
staff  who  benefited  from  an  Elizabethtown  education.  “We’ve 
had  outstanding  interns  and  employees  from  E-town — they 
are  just  solid.” 

The  memories  and  their  connections  are  the  reasons 
for  Wendy’s  and  Steve’s  continued  support  of  the  College. 
Reflecting  on  their  ties  to  their  alma  mater,  Wendy  says 
their  philanthropy  is  in  a desire  to  give  back.  “We  have  good 
memories,  and  the  College  has  helped  us  achieve  goals  and 
dreams,”  she  notes. 

And  for  Steve,  Elizabethtown  remains  an  easy  fit.  “I  still 
feel  involved  with  the  College,”  he  says.  “I  hope  that  our  kids 
find  people  who  are  like  those  whom  we  have  met  at  E-town."

we  offer  or  the  quality 
education  we  deliver. 

We  also  will  continue  to 

invest  prudently  in  new 

initiatives  that  will  strengthen  the  educational 

quality  of  the  College,  such  as  undergraduate 

research  opportunities,  global  education, 

residential  life  and  career  development. 

Fiscal  Integrity.  To  keep  our  programmatic 
pledges  in  light  of  a lower  tuition  increase 
and  increased  financial  aid,  we  will  discipline 
our  expenditures  for  2009-2010  in  other  areas, 
including  the  postponement  of  capital  projects, 
slowing  equipment  purchases,  reducing  funding 
for  depreciation,  curtailing  discretionary  activities, 
realizing  operational  efficiencies  and  curtailing 
salary  increases.  The  scope  of  these  adjustments 
will  depend  on  how  our  revenue  is  impacted 
by  the  recession,  and,  if  those  reductions  are 
dramatic,  we  also  would  have  to  consider  staff 
reductions.  These  are  not  happy  alternatives 
to  contemplate,  but  we  must  be  prepared  to 
address  them  to  ensure  that  we  can  maintain 
fiscal  integrity. 

Fundraising.  Recession  and  long-term  financial 
uncertainty  have  made  many  people  much  more 
tentative  about  their  philanthropy.  As  of  mid- 
year, however,  our  Annual  Fund  was  even  with 
last  year,  and  we  are  still  receiving  payments 
on  pledges  and  some  significant  gifts  and 
grants.  Our  alumni  and  friends  remain  strongly 
committed  to  the  institution,  and  I am  deeply 
grateful  for  your  continued  support  in  this  most 
difficult  time.  In  light  of  the  circumstances,  we 
are  not  undertaking  a new  campaign  but  will 
solicit  support  for  specific  projects  that  will 
enhance  the  educational  program. 

A lot  remains  uncertain,  but  we  are  ready 
to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  deliver  for  our 
students,  to  protect  the  institution,  and  to 
strengthen  our  capacity  for  the  long  run.  Your 
support  in  that  effort  remains  a great  asset  to 
the  College.  Together,  we  will  come  through 
this  economic  storm  even  stronger  than  before. 


/ver  the  past  several  years,  Elizabethtown 
College  has  strengthened  our  financial  position 
through  careful  planning,  disciplined  financial 
management,  strong  donor  support  and 
exceptional  investment  performance.  As  a 
result,  we  are  positioned  to  weather  the  current 
economic  storm.  However,  it  is  clear  that  we 
will  not  completely  escape  its  fury,  so  we  are 
preparing  contingency  plans  to  enable  us  to 
continue  delivering  a first-class  education,  to 
support  students  in  completing  their  education, 
and  to  maintain  the  institution's  fiscal  integrity. 

Enrollment.  The  recession  could  affect  current 
students'  capacity  to  complete  their  education 
and  the  enrollment  choices  of  prospective 
students.  Nonetheless,  enrollment  has  remained 
solid,  and  we  have  not  experienced  any  unusual 
attrition  for  financial  reasons.  Looking  ahead, 
there  continues  to  be  strong  interest  in 
Elizabethtown,  and  applications  for  2009-2010 
are  robust.  Although  we  are  optimistic  that 
enrollment  will  remain  stable  next  year,  most 
decisions  about  matriculation  have  yet  to  be 
made,  and  we  do  not  know  what  families  will 
find  possible. 

Financial  Need.  Most  Elizabethtown 
students  rely  on  financial  aid  to  help  pay  for  their 
education,  and  some  families'  financial  need  will 
increase  substantially  as  a result  of  the  recession. 
To  address  this  issue,  our  tuition  increase  will  be 
well  below  the  increases  of  recent  years.  In 
addition,  we  will  set  aside  up  to  $1.2  million 
of  additional  funds  over  and  above  normal 
annual  increases  to  aid  students  who  suffer 
significant  financial  hardship.  Although  helping 
to  sustain  enrollment,  both  of  these  initiatives 
will  reduce  funds  available  for  program  and 
operational  purposes. 

Endowment.  Over  the  past  decade,  our 
endowment  has  performed  far  better  than  our 
peers  and  benchmark  indices,  and  it  continues 
to  do  so  in  the  face  of  severe  market  decline. 
Even  so,  we  have  lost  more  than  20  percent  of 
the  endowment's  value  in  the  past  six  months, 
seriously  eroding  an  already  small  endowment. 
We  have  used  the  endowment  prudently,  so  this 
market  reduction  will  not  harm  us  as  severely  as 
others  in  the  short  term.  But  over  the  long  term, 
the  reduced  endowment  value  will  limit  its  level 
of  support  for  the  College's  programs. 

Programs  and  Quality.  We  remain  committed 
to  deliver  the  high  quality  programs  of  study  and 
college  experience  that  we  have  promised  our

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Three  Alumni  Receive  Educate  for  Service  Awards

At  the  2008  President’s  Dinner,  David 
jl\.  Behrs  ’81,  Jay  Buffenmyer  ’59  and 
Katharine  Moser  ’03  were  recognized 
with  Educate  for  Service  Awards.  The 
highest  honor  given  to  Elizabethtown 
alumni,  these  awards  are  presented  to 
those  who  have  made  exceptional 
contributions  to  the  community,  their 
profession  or  the  College. 

David  Behrs — the  15th  president 
of  St.  Mary-of-the-Woods  College,  the 
nation’s  oldest  Catholic  liberal  arts  college 
for  women — received  the  2008  Service 
through  Professional  Achievement  Award. 

After  graduating  from  Elizabethtown 
with  a bachelor’s  degree  in  history  and 
social  science,  Behrs  earned  a master’s 
degree  in  counseling  and  student 
personnel  from  Shippensburg  University, 
and  a doctoral  degree  in  counseling 
and  student  development  from 
American  University. 

Behrs  has  spent  the  past  25  years 
of  his  career  in  higher  education.  He 
began  working  at  St.  Mary-of-the- 
Woods  College  after  serving  as  the 
associate  provost  for  university  initiatives 
and  vice  president  for  student  affairs  and 
enrollment  management  at  Dominican 
University  of  California.  His  career  has 
included  positions  at  Lynchburg  College, 
Marymount  University,  George  Mason 
School  of  Law,  and  The  Pennsylvania 
State  University. 

The  2008  Service  to  the  College 
Award  was  presented  to  Professor  of 
Business  Emeritus  Jay  Buffenmyer.  After 
a brief  interruption  to  fulfill  a two-year 
commitment  with  Brethren  Volunteer 
Service,  Buffenmyer  earned  a bachelor’s 
degree  in  business  administration  from 
Elizabethtown.  Following  graduation, 
Buffenmyer  joined  the  Peace  Corps, 
serving  in  Tunisia  and  India.  Upon 
his  return  to  the  United  States,  he 
earned  a master’s  degree  in  public  and 
international  affairs,  and  a doctorate 
in  the  administration  of  economic  and 
social  development  with  a minor  in 
managerial  economics,  both  from  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh. 


Buffenmyer  began  teaching  in  1971 
with  the  Organization  of  American 
States,  through  which  he  was  assigned 
to  the  Institute  of  Management  and 
Productivity  in  Barbados.  He  then  spent 
two  years  as  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Economics  and  Business  Administration 
at  Lebanon  Valley  College.  Buffenmyer 
returned  to  Elizabethtown  in  1976  to 
twice  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Business.  Since  retiring  as  a full  professor 
in  2003,  Buffenmyer  has  taught  several 
courses,  has  coordinated  student  intern- 
ships, and  has  advised  30  to  40  students 
each  semester. 

Buffenmyer ’s  considerable  professional 
achievements  include  his  consulting  work 
with  private-sector  businesses  and  educa- 
tional organizations  and  an  extensive  list 
of  research  and  publications,  some  of 
which  were  funded  by  the  World  Bank 
and  the  Ford  Foundation.  His  greatest 
personal  success  was  the  creation  of 
Elizabethtown’s  International  Business 
Program  in  1983. 

Also  at  the  event,  Katharine  Moser 
became  the  youngest  person  ever  to 


receive  the  College’s  Service  to 
Humanity  Award.  Moser  graduated  from 
Elizabethtown  with  a bachelor’s  degree 
in  occupational  therapy.  She  works  at 
Terence  Cardinal  Cooke  Health  Care 
Center,  where  her  grandfather  spent 
10  years  in  treatment  before  dying  in 
2002  from  Huntington’s  disease,  a 
genetically  programmed  degeneration 
of  cells  in  certain  areas  of  the  brain. 

Moser — who  at  23  years  old  was 
informed  that  she  carries  the  gene  for 
the  disease  that  ravaged  her  grandfather’s 
mind  for  three  decades — says  she  finds 
strength  through  advocacy  and  service. 
She  educates  about  Huntington’s,  even 
appearing  on  network  television,  and 
organizes  fundraising  events  for  the 
Huntington’s  Disease  Society  of  America. 
She  also  has  written  a children’s  book 
about  the  disease.  In  addition,  Moser 
serves  individual  patients  by  custom 
fitting  their  wheelchairs  with  padding 
based  on  the  patients’  unique  physical 
tics  and  by  fabricating  special  silverware 
to  prolong  the  patients’  ability  to 
feed  themselves.

Dr.  Albert  Granger  was  elected  to 
the  Elizabethtown  College  Board 
of  Trustees.  Granger,  who  owns  and 
operates  a private  practice  specializing 
in  endodontics  and  implants  in  Garden 
City,  N.Y.,  will  serve  for  three  years. 

A 1983  graduate  of  Elizabethtown 
College  with  a degree  in  biology,  Granger 
earned  a doctorate  of  dental  surgery  in 
1987  from  Howard  University  Dental 
School,  served  as  chief  resident  in  general 
dentistry  at  Harlem  Hospital,  and  estab- 
lished his  practice  in  1993  after  earning 
a certification  in  endodontics  from 
Columbia  University  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery.  He  is  also  assistant  clinical 
professor  of  endodontics  at  Columbia 
University  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery,  and  director  of  endodontics 
at  Harlem  Hospital  Center. 

Dentistry,  it  seems,  is  a family  affair. 
Granger’s  father  Richard,  who  also 
attended  Elizabethtown  College,  was 
a dentist,  as  are  his  mother,  sister,  brother 
and  father-in-law.  Granger’s  grandfather 
was  the  first  African-American  dentist 
with  a practice  in  Long  Island.  “He  had 
a great  practice  with  patients  who  loved 
him  . . . that  is  part  of  what  makes 
dentistry  so  attractive,”  says  Granger.  “My 
other  grandfather  practiced  in  Harrisburg 
and  had  a similar  relationship.” 

With  that  in  mind,  Granger  never 
really  considered  another  profession. 
Though,  he  says,  he  enjoys  teaching, 
so  that  might  have  been  an  option  if 
dentistry  hadn’t  been  a comfortable  fit. 


A loyal  and  generous  supporter  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  he  served  on  the 
Leadership  Council  from  2004  until 
stepping  down  in  2008  to  accept  his 
position  on  the  Board.  As  a trustee,  he 
would  like  to  see  Elizabethtown  “become 
recognized  as  the  excellent  college  that 
it  is,”  he  says.  “Whatever  the  trustees  can 
do  to  enhance  and  improve  the  College, 

I would  support.  My  goals  are  to  listen 
and  learn,  then  contribute.” 

Granger  lives  in  Glen  Cove,  N.Y., 
where  he  enjoys  golf  and  swimming,  and 
traveling  with  his  wife,  Gina,  and  their 


daughters,  Kelly  and  Jessica.  He  was  a 
city  councilman  and  served  as  a director 
of  the  Glen  Cove  Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Commission,  the  YMCA 
and  Glen  Cove  C.A.R.E.S. — a not-for- 
profit,  non-sectarian,  non-salaried  cancer 
crisis  center.

Theodore  Long  has  been  named  to 
a Leadership  Coalition  of  university  and 
college  presidents  who  are  committing 
their  educational  institutions  to  become 
national  models  for  liberal  education. 

The  Coalition — which  is  comprised  of 
45  prominent  leaders  in  higher  education 
— launched  its  work  at  a President’s 
Symposium  in  November  2008. 

Generously  supported  by  the 
S.  Engelhard  Center,  the  Charles 
Engelhard  Foundation,  the  Christian  A. 
Johnson  Endeavor  Foundation,  and  the 
Lumina  Foundation,  this  project  was 
launched  to  encourage  the  creation 
of  effective  liberal  education  models. 
Over  the  next  two  years,  the  Leadership 
Coalition  will  demonstrate  that  making 
a priority  of  creating  and  sustaining  a 
campus  culture  for  learning  elevates 
expectations,  involves  greater  faculty 
and  student  interaction,  broadens  reward 
structures,  and  results  in  greater 


attainment  of  the  academic  well-being 
and  civic  development  of  students. 

In  return  for  receiving  grant  support, 
the  participating  institutions  agree  to 
hold  relevant  internal  conversations 
regarding  the  institution’s  commitment  to 
a call  for  a “campus  culture  for  learning,” 
establish  a leadership/planning  team  that 
would  initiate  plans  to  fit  their  own 
institutional  culture,  and  put  into 
practice  their  plans  beginning  in  calendar 
year  2009.  A retrieval  and  dissemination 
conference  will  be  held  in  2010.  Campus 
projects  will  be  featured  in  a nationally 
distributed  publication. 

The  Leadership  Coalition  is  an 
initiative  of  the  Bringing  Theory  to 
Practice  Project,  which  explores  and 
advocates  the  academic  community's 
support  of  engaged  learning  and  the 
relationship  of  such  learning  to  student 
health  and  civic  development.

Elizabethtown  Receives  National  Award  for  Endowment  Performance

In  recognition  for  its  innovation  and 
performance  in  the  management  of  its 
endowment,  Elizabethtown  College  was 
named  the  Small  Nonprofit  of  the  Year  at 
the  eighth  annual  Nonprofit  Awards  for 
Excellence.  The  award  was  presented  hy 
Foundation  & Endowment  Money 
Management  magazine. 

The  asset  allocation  and  performance 
of  the  College’s  endowment  rival  those  of 
much  larger  endowments.  The  endowment 
has  a substantial  70-percent  allocation  to 
alternatives,  up  from  zero  percent  eight 
years  ago.  It  is  increasing  exposure  to 
international  and  emerging  markets  across 
several  asset  classes  and  seeking  dislocated 
credit  opportunities. 

In  July  2005,  the  College  outsourced 
investments  to  advisory  trustee  James 
Hoover  ’75,  principal  and  founder  of 


Dauphin  Capital  Partners.  Through 
Hoover’s  network  of  relationships  with 
managers,  he  has  been  able  to  gain  access 
to  unique  strategies. 

Early  last  year,  Hoover  predicted  that 
the  subprime  mortgage  market  would 
suffer  and  invested  in  John  Paulson’s 


Paulson  Credit  Opportunities  Fund,  which 
returned  210  percent  in  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  2008.  Elizabethtown  later 
invested  in  a specialty  credit  strategy  with 
Oaktree  Capital  Management  and  other 
partnerships  to  take  advantage  of  turmoil 
in  the  credit  markets. 

The  endowment  returned  17  percent 
in  calendar  year  2007.  For  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  2007,  Elizabethtown  was 
up  19.9  percent  versus  a 15. 9-percent 
average  for  comparable  colleges,  according 
to  the  National  Association  of  College 
and  University  Business  Officers.  For  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2008,  the 
endowment  was  up  4.3  percent  versus  a 
majority  of  endowments  having  a negative 
return  for  the  year. 
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Elizabethtown  Receives  $1  Million  to  Provide  Scholarships 


The  Donald  B.  and  Dorothy  L.  Stabler 
Foundation  awarded  Elizabethtown 
College  a $ 1 million  grant  to  create  the 
Stabler  Scholarship  Fund,  significantly 
increasing  the  College’s  commitment 
to  student  scholarship  aid. 

Beginning  in  the  2009-2010  academic 
year,  the  Donald  B.  and  Dorothy  L. 

Stabler  Scholarships  will  be  awarded 


to  Elizabethtown  students  who  exhibit 
the  character,  motivation  and 
achievements  of  candidates  who  give 
indication  of  their  eagerness  for  a college 
education,  do  not  expect  a free  education, 
and  recognize  the  virtues  of  working  for 
what  they  receive.” 

Recipients  will  be  encouraged 
to  repay  the  scholarships  in  the  years 


after  they  graduate  in  order  to  make 
even  more  scholarships  available  to 
future  Elizabethtown  College  students. 
Characterized  as  a “debt  of  conscience”  by 
the  Stabler  Foundation,  the  scholarships 
are  consistent  with  the  Stahlers’  view 
of  philanthropy. 


Collaboration  Fosters  Learning,  Heightens  Student  Aspirations 


Spurred  by  a three-year,  $500,000 
21st  Century  Community  Learning 
Center  grant,  Elizabethtown  College  and 
the  Camp  Curtin  School  of  Harrisburg, 

Pa.,  are  partnering  to  create  a Student 
and  Family  Learning  Center. 

Camp  Curtin  Assistant  Principal 
Renda  Wright  is  enthusiastic  about  this 
collaboration,  which  she  expects  to 
positively  affect  her  students’  achievement 
and  heighten  their  aspirations.  “Research 
clearly  indicates  that  student  academic 
achievement  rises  when  their  parents 
are  involved  in  the  educational  process,” 
she  says.  “All  of  us  working  together 
can  and  will  make  a difference  in  these 
children’s  lives.” 

The  grant  has  created  an  in-school, 
parent-run  learning  center  that  is  linked 
with  a supportive  network  of  higher 
education,  school  district,  community  and 
state  resources.  In  addition  to  tapping  into 
learning  opportunities  available  through 
Elizabethtown’s  academic  departments, 
the  center  takes  advantage  of  resources 
available  through  Harrisburg  Area 
Community  College,  community  agencies 
and  groups,  the  Pennsylvania  Statewide 
Afterschool  Youth  Development  Network, 
Keystone  Keys/Stars  and  PA  Campus 
Compact.  The  Center  provides  enrichment 
opportunities  to  Camp  Curtin  students 
and  directs  parents  to  resources,  courses 
and  workshops  for  themselves  and 
their  children. 

According  to  Jill  Bartoli — associate 
professor  of  social  work  and  grant 
coordinator — Elizabethtown’s  connection 
with  the  program  is  a natural  extension 
of  the  College’s  focus  on  urban  service- 


learning. “This  program  is  service-learning 
at  its  best.  Our  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  gain  important  skills 
that  will  benefit  them  in  their  future 
careers  and,  in  some  cases,  become 
connected  with  a much 
different  experience  than 
the  one  in  which  they 
grew  up,”  explains  Bartoli. 

“And  through  their  efforts 
and  those  of  our  faculty 
and  administrators,  we 
are  offering  enrichment 
opportunities  for  the 
Camp  Curtin  students 
and  pointing  their  families 
toward  low-cost  or 
free  resources.” 

For  Nancy 

Valkenburg  ’7 1 , director 
of  civic  engagement  and 
grant  director,  this 
program  focuses  on  the 
family  in  order  to  create 
positive  educational 
outcomes  for  the  students. 

“The  Student  and 
Family  Learning  Center 
finds  opportunities  for 
building  up  families  in 
this  community  . . . ways  in 
which  we  can  meaning- 
fully connect  parents  with 
the  learning  experience,” 
says  Valkenburg. 

Bartoli  hopes  this 
program  will  become  a 
national  model.  “This 
program  supports  a 
community  in  need  by 


putting  the  mortar  in  the  cracks  in  this 
country’s  educational  system  that  routinely 
allows  at  least  50  percent  of  urban  students 
to  fail,”  she  says.

Masters  and  his  partner  Elizabeth 
Gault  appreciate  the  beauty  in  nature, 
and  together  wanted  to  share  their  love 
of  minerals  by  donating  their  personal 
collection  for  all  to  see.  Displayed 
beautifully  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Masters 
Center,  the  collection  consists  of  more 
than  200  specimens,  large  and  small, 
gathered  from  a number  of  quarries  from 
Pennsylvania  to  the  Andamooka  Ranges 
of  South  Australia.  Also  contributing  to 
the  mineral  presentation  are  Linda  and 
Douglas  Thudium  76. 

The  gallery  is  an  elegant  showcase 
for  the  diverse  collection.  Four  large  wall 
cases  individually  are  devoted  to  quartz, 
fluorite,  minerals  from  Pennsylvania,  and 
a mix  of  fine  crystallized  specimens  from 
throughout  the  world.

Occupational  Therapy 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  Friends 
of  Occupational  Therapy,  the  new 
Occupational  Therapy  Kid  Zone  was 
dedicated  during  Homecoming  weekend 
2008.  The  Kid  Zone — which  is  part 
of  the  Masters  Center  for  Science, 
Mathematics  and  Engineering — provides 
state-of-the-art  equipment  and  specially 
designed  facilities  that  support  students 
as  they  develop  competence  in  pediatric 
occupational  therapy  settings  and 
enhance  the  ability  of  faculty  and 
students  to  do  research.  The  facility 
was  opened  at  the  start  of  the  fall 
2008  semester. 

According  to  Department  Chair 
and  Associate  Professor  of  Occupational 
Therapy  Nancy  Carlson  ’84,  the 
Kid  Zone — which  features  a main  clinic

provide  innovative  learning  opportunities 
for  students  and  comfort  for  the  families 
who  volunteer  to  support  the  learning 
process  at  the  College.  “The  spaces 
engage  children  in  childhood  occu- 
pations, inviting  play  and  school-related 
tasks,”  she  says.  “In  this  new  facility, 
families,  students  and  faculty  relate, 
teach  and  learn.” 

Already  this  new  facility  is  enhancing 
the  occupational  therapy  program  by 
providing  a kid-friendly  learning  envi- 
ronment for  a variety  of  theoretical 
and  practice  courses.  Additionally,

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Masters  Center  Laboratories  Named 


Seeking  to  prosper  the  cutting-edge 
research  conducted  hy  Elizabethtown’s 
faculty,  two  charitable  organizations  have 
funded  laboratories  in  the  Masters  Center 
for  Science,  Mathematics  and  Engineering. 
Through  their  grants,  The  High  Foundation 
and  the  George  I.  Alden  Trust  have 
provided  the  support  necessary  to  purchase 
state-of-the-art  equipment  for  facilities 
in  the  departments  of  Physics  and 
Engineering  and  of  Biology. 

The  High  Foundation  awarded 
Elizabethtown  a $50,000  grant  to  name 
the  High  Laboratory  for  Engineering 
Research.  Currently,  the  High  Laboratory 
is  home  to  the  research  of  Associate 
Professor  of  Physics  and  Engineering  Troy 
McBride.  McBride’s  projects  include  the 
Sustainable  Energy  Fund’s  Solar  Scholars 
project,  which  will  mount  six  solar  panels 
on  the  Masters  Center’s  roof  to  provide 
power  to  the  laboratory  and  will  create 
an  educational  display.  Another  of  his 
projects  is  the  Solar  Cabin,  which  is  a 


student-designed  and  student-constructed 
standalone  solar  facility  that  serves  as  a 
test  platform  for  alternative  energy  storage 
systems  and  hosts  students’  research  projects. 
Data  collected  at  the  cabin  is  radioed  to 
the  High  Laboratory.  As  part  of  a U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  P3 
(People,  Prosperity  and  the  Planet)  project, 
McBride  and  his  students  are  involved  in 
designing,  constructing  and  monitoring 
a hydrogen-fuel  secondary  energy  storage 
system.  In  addition,  he  and  his  students 
are  contributing  to  Project  uGesi,  which 
aims  to  develop  standalone  solar/wind- 
powered  community  center  buildings  in 
rural  Africa.  The  High  Foundation,  which 
is  a philanthropic  organization  established 
by  the  High  Family,  contributes  to  worthy 
local  causes  and  assists  High  Company 
workers  in  meeting  the  cost  of  college 
education  for  their  children. 

The  George  I.  Alden  Trust  awarded 
the  College  a $175,000  grant  to  name  the 
cell  biology  laboratory  in  the  Lyet  Wing 


for  Biological  Sciences.  The  George  I. 
Alden  Trust  Cell  Biology  Laboratory 
is  home  to  the  research  and  courses  of 
the  College’s  BioTechnology  Program. 

The  laboratory  features  equipment  in  the 
areas  of  molecular  and  cellular  biological 
research.  Students  actively  conduct 
independent  research  and  team-oriented 
projects,  as  well  as  work  hand-in-hand 
with  faculty  on  collaborative  projects. 
Currently  in  the  facility,  Professor  of 
Biology  Jane  Cavender — who  is  director 
of  the  BioTechnology  Program — and 
her  students  are  conducting  research 
on  tumor  progression,  which  is  funded 
through  grants  from  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health  National  Cancer  Institute. 
Headquartered  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  the 
George  I.  Alden  Trust  was  established 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  charitable 
and  philanthropic  enterprises  with 
particular  expressed  interest  in  “the 
promotion  of  education  in  schools, 
colleges  or  other  educational  institutions.”

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Students  Confirm  Career  Paths  through  Field  Studies  Program

A haircut  and  a long,  hot  shower 
_ were  two  things  Derek  Faust  ’10 
was  looking  forward  to  upon  his  return 
home  after  studying  in  the  Turks  and 
Caicos  Islands  in  spring  2008.  But  in  the 
grand  scheme  of  things,  being  unkempt 
and  a hit  grimy  were  worth  the  myriad 
experiences  the  Elizabethtown  environ- 
mental science  major  garnered  during 
his  study-abroad  opportunity. 

Faust  took  part  in  the  School  for  Field 
Studies’  (SFS)  14-week  environmental 
research  program,  which  took  him  to  Turks 
and  Caicos,  a group  of  British  tropical 
islands  in  the  West  Indies,  to  study 
resource  management  and  environmental 
impact  at  an  island  marine  preserve. 

Instead  of  flipping  burgers  at  a fast  food 
job  during  spring  semester,  Faust  was 
flipping  off  the  side  of  a boat  to  scuba 
dive  in  sparkling  waters,  learning  the 
names  of  exotic  tropical  fish,  and  studying 
environmental  policies. 

The  program,  with  accreditation 
through  Boston  University,  also  has  a 
community  wildlife  management  program 
in  Kenya,  tropical  ecosystems  and  tropical 
rainforest  programs  in  Costa  Rica  and 
New  Zealand/Australia,  respectively,  and 
a coastal  ecosystems  program  in  Mexico. 
Through  SFS,  students  are  given  an 
opportunity  to  work  side-by-side  with 
international  research  teams.  The  program, 
which  was  founded  as  a result  of  the  then- 
growing  recognition  of  the  urgent  need  to 
sustainably  manage  the  world’s  remaining 
natural  resources,  sent  its  first  group  of 
75  into  the  field  in  the  summer  of  1981. 

In  the  27  years  since,  students  have  come 
to  the  program  from  backgrounds  in 
environmental  science,  biology,  liberal 
arts,  economics,  engineering,  business 
administration,  communications,  pre- 
veterinary  science  and  pre-medicine. 

In  addition  to  Faust,  Elizabethtown’s 
Jess  Hargest  ’09  traveled  to  Costa  Rica 
to  learn  about  sustainable  agriculture, 
and  Jillian  Kessler  TO  spent  the  spring 
in  Tanzania  studying  the  movement  of 
baboon  troops,  says  Tom  Murray,  professor 
and  chair  of  the  Department  of  Biology. 
“This  is  the  first  time  we’ve  ever  had  three 
students  abroad  in  the  SFS  program  in  any

one  semester,”  he  notes.  The  hands-on 
experiences  last  one  term  or  for  the 
summer,  and  the  credits  are  fully  transfer- 
able to  Elizabethtown  through  Boston 
University.  Each  program  includes  lectures, 
field  exercise,  experiments,  research  and 
field  trips.  After  being  involved  with  the 
program  for  six  years,  Elizabethtown 
became  officially  affiliated  two  years  ago. 

To  apply,  students  must  be  at  least 
1 8 years  old  and  in  good  academic 
standing,  and  must  have  completed  at 
least  one  college-level  ecology  or  biology 
course  and  at  least  one  college  semester 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  program. 

One  of  only  19  U.S.  students  who 
were  accepted  for  the  Turks  and  Caicos 
program,  Faust  chose  the  destination 


studied  resource  management  and  environ- 

because  it  was  research-based,  had  credit 
equivalent  to  senior  research,  and  involved 
scuba  diving,  something  for  which  Faust 
was  already  certified.  “The  program  is 
marine-based,”  Faust  says.  “So,  we  spent 
a lot  of  time  in  the  water.”  They  also 
gained  experience  through  lectures  and 
classes.  “I  learned  the  names  of  a lot  of 
fish,”  Faust  says,  noting  that  he  put  that 
information  to  immediate  use  when  he  was 
diving.  “We  learned  it,  were  tested  on  it, 
and  then  went  underwater.  I was  able  to 
recall  a lot  of  the  names.” 

Faust’s  home  for  the  program  was  the 
former  Admiral  Arms  Inn,  the  first  hotel 
on  Turks  and  Caicos.  While  there,  he 
studied  the  current  environmental  policies 
of  the  island  and  researched  the  feasibility 
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Jess  Hargest  '09  and  other  School  for  Field  Studies  students  learned  about  sustainable 
agriculture  at  farms,  like  this  facility  located  outside  Zarcero  in  Costa  Rica. 


of  recycling.  He  also  spent  time  doing 
inventory  on  plastics,  cardboards  and 
cans  within  the  community. 

Faust  says  that  taking  part  in  the  SFS 
program  allowed  him  to  confimi  that  he 
is  in  the  correct  major  for  his  interests,  and 
it  gave  him  a chance  to  see  what  kind  of 
research  opportunities  are  available.  He 
enjoyed  the  experience  so  much  that  he 
is  considering  going  hack  to  the  program 
and  to  Turks  and  Caicos  as  an  intern  after 
graduation  next  year. 

The  95-day  field  studies  programs, 
designed  to  train  participants  to  become 
competent  field  researchers,  include  five- 
day  breaks  for  travel  and  self-exploration. 
A typical  1 6-week  semester  is  compressed 
into  14  weeks.  Lectures,  group  meetings, 
presentations,  field  exercises  and  field  trips 
pack  that  time.  Depending  on  which 
program  is  chosen,  learned  skills  could 
include  population  census  taking,  water 
sampling,  timber  estimation,  ecological 
sampling,  restoration  techniques,  radio 
tracking,  habitat  assessment  and  mapping, 
says  Murray. 

Jess  Hargest  learned  about  tropical 
ecology.  She  traveled  to  Costa  Rica  to 
study  social-cultural  issues  related  to 
natural  resource  management  and  the 
challenges  of  biodiversity  by  working 
with  park  rangers,  farmers  and  environ- 
mental officials. 

“It  was  based  on  sustainability 
development  studies,  which,  as  an 
environmental  science  major,  is  an  interest 
of  mine,”  Hargest  says.  She  also  was  drawn 
to  the  area,  having  always  wanted  to  visit 
Central  or  South  America. 

While  participating  in  the  SFS 
program,  Hargest  stayed  with  a family 
she  considered  wealthy.  As  a girl  from 
an  “upper  middle  class”  background,  the 
experience  was  a bit  of  a cultural  stretch, 
as  was  the  society’s  concept  of  time  and 
schedules.  “People  there  are  really  laid 
back,”  she  reflects.  “They  don’t  plan  out 
what  they  are  going  to  do.  They  just  do 
as  they  please.  No  one  gives  you  a hard 
time  if  you’re  late.” 

The  29  Costa  Rica  program 
participants  worked  a few  hours  every 
week  on  the  farm.  Their  meals  were 
provided  by  community  members,  using 
local  rice,  beans  and  fruits.  Keeping  their 
harvests  close  to  home  is  a perfect  example 


of  sustainable  agriculture — creating  food 
without  creating  excess  amounts  of  waste 
and  pollution.  As  a result,  costs  are  kept  to 
a minimum,  and  their  way  of  life  does  not 
produce  additional  environmental  strain. 

Although  there  were  some  language 
barriers,  Hargest  says  she  was  able  to 
bring  home  a better  understanding  of 
what  she  would  like  to  do  with  her  degree 
after  she  graduates.  She  took  away  four 
credits,  experience  in  directed  research 
working  with  small  groups,  and  survey 
and  profiling  knowledge. 

“The  program  really  motivated  me  to 
work  hard  toward  achieving  sustainable 


agriculture,”  she  explains.  “I  became  more 
motivated  when  I heard  the  statistics  of 
how  many  people  are  without  food  and 
how  many  are  without  water  or  have 
limited  water.”  When  she  got  home,  she 
planted  a garden  and  worked  for  a while 
at  a family  farm. 

That’s  what  Murray  likes  to  hear. 

“I’d  like  to  continue  sending  small  groups 
of  students  who  see  that  this  experience 
would  fit  into  their  careers,”  he  reflects.  “1 
have  seen  it  make  a difference  in  what  they 
plan  to  do.  It  impacts  their  choices.” 
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Music  Evokes  Emotion,  Brings 
Healing  to  Children  Touched  by  War

Poet  and  author  Berthold  Auerbach 
said,  “Music  washes  away  from  the  soul 
the  dust  of  everyday  life.”  When  Associate 
Professor  of  Music  and  Director  of  the 
Music  Therapy  Program  Gene  Ann 
Behrens  traveled  to  Bethlehem  for  a 
two-month  sabbatical  in  spring  2008, 
this  sentiment  traveled  with  her  as  she 
moved  forward  with  a plan  to  bring  music 
therapy  to  children  who  have  not  known 
childhood  in  that  worn-tom  area. 

Behrens  cried  as  she  stepped 
onto  the  airplane,  not  because  she  was 
frightened  to  travel  to  the  volatile  region, 
but  because  she  knew  she  would  return 
a different  person.  “I  knew  I would  be 
changed,”  she  says.  “And  with  change 
comes  responsibility.  Was  I up  to 
the  responsibility?” 

Through  her  work  in  the  region, 
Behrens  hoped  to  use  music  to  brighten 
smiles,  calm  traumatized  minds  and  touch 
the  unfelt  emotions  of  elementary-age 
children,  who  have  known  nothing  but 
war  and  who  live  in  homes  with  multiple 
generations  affected  by  conflict.  “These 
children  have  their  own  trauma,  and  they 
hear  the  trauma  of  the  past  through  stories 
passed  down  through  the  generations,” 
Behrens  says. 

Even  though  the  planning  and 
research  for  this  trip  took  five  years, 
Behrens  says  she  wishes  she’d  had  more 
time — not  only  to  plan  but  also  to  spend 
with  the  children,  taking  them  to  a place 
inside  the  music  where  they  could  feel  safe 
and  be  children. 

At  the  1 0th  World  Music  Therapy 
Congress,  Behrens  heard  about  similar 
projects  helping  Bosnian  children  deal 
with  war.  “Bosnia  already  had  a program,” 
Behrens  recalls.  “I  thought  about  going 
to  Ireland  or  Africa  or  Cambodia.  There 
are  so  many  areas  where  generations  of 
children  have  only  known  war.” 

Then  during  the  spring  of  2007,  she 
began  making  contact  via  e-mail  with  a 
coordinator  of  the  Dar  Al-Kalima  Health 
and  Wellness  Center.  Dar  Al-Kalima 
is  part  of  the  International  Center  of 
Bethlehem,  an  ecumenical  program 


supported  by  a Lutheran  church 
serving  that  area.  Behrens 
traveled  to  Bethlehem  with 
only  those  e-mail  contacts, 
not  knowing  if  she  would  be 
allowed  into  the  country  or  if 
the  equipment  and  instruments 
she  brought  with  her  would 
be  permitted  through  check- 
points. Everything  had  to  be 
set  up  with  the  help  of  the 
coordinator  once  she  arrived. 

Behrens  was  in  the  process 
of  finding  funding  for  her 
project  when  she  struck  up 
a conversation  with  Assistant 
Professor  of  Social  Work  Susan 
Mapp  at  Elizabethtown’s  2007 
Convocation  ceremony.  During 
the  conversation,  they  realized 
they  were  working  on  similar 
projects  and  agreed  to  form  an 
interdisciplinary  collaboration. 

“We  tend  to  get  stuck  in  our  own 
disciplines,”  says  Mapp,  who  suggested 
that  their  decision  to  collaborate  created 
opportunities,  such  as  opening  a door  for 
the  pair  to  apply  for  a Collaborative 
Interdisciplinary  Scholarship  Program 
(CISP)  grant  through  the  College’s  Center 
for  Excellence  in  Teaching  and  Learning. 

The  CISP  grant  became  integral 
to  their  success.  The  funds  paid  expenses 
associated  with  Behrens’  trip  and  with 
Mapp’s  trip  to  present  the  findings  at 
an  international  conference.  In  addition, 
it  also  made  it  possible  to  have  two 
students — music  therapy  major  Lore 
Herzer  ’09  and  social  work  major  Kerri 
Socha  ’08- — work  closely  with  the 
research  upon  Behrens’  return. 

Each  professor  brought  an  important 
perspective  to  the  needs  of  the  children 
in  Bethlehem.  “Music  therapy  creates  a 
safe,  nonverbal-to-verbal  environment, 
in  which  I could  assist  the  children  in 
developing  their  emotional  skills  while 
collecting  important  information  about  the 
procedures  and  outcomes,”  says  Behrens. 
And  Mapp  adds,  “A  social  worker  provides 
the  necessary  multi-systematic  perspective

in  designing  the  collection  of  information 
and  data  from  the  community.” 

“Ultimately  our  effort  was  to  start 
creating  solutions  that  the  Bethlehem 
community  will  be  able  to  sustain  and 
continue,”  says  Behrens. 

The  music  therapy  professor  solicited 
a donation  from  the  College  community 
to  take  along  nontraditional  music 
instruments  to  work  with  the  children. 
“In  the  beginning  of  sessions,  I tried  to 
use  as  much  of  their  cultural  music  and 
instruments  as  possible,”  she  explains, 
noting  that  the  children  tended  to  play 
only  their  traditional  instruments,  such 
as  tablah,  using  very  traditional  rhythmic 
patterns.  Eventually,  she  also  introduced 
the  children  to  the  nontraditional 
instruments — cabasssa,  kokiriko  and 
mounted  castanets.  These  instruments 
seemed  to  allow  the  children  to  more 
freely  express  their  emotions. 

“At  one  time,  the  arts  were  pretty 
well  outlawed  there — books,  instruments, 
anything  creative,”  Behrens  explains.  “I 
was  told  people  were  beaten  or  jailed  if 
they  were  found  to  have  any.  They  could 
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not  dance  their  traditional  dabka  dance. 
Just  recently  there  has  been  a rediscovery 
of  the  arts  and  their  meaning  in  their  lives.” 

The  main  objective,  she  says,  was  to 
do  something  to  aid  the  children,  to  help 
them  become  more  resilient.  But  first, 
assessments  needed  to  be  given.  Knowing 
that  the  children  had  experienced  multiple 
traumas,  the  professors  selected  other 
measures  to  assess  their  experiences  and 
skills,  and  interview  protocol  to  evaluate 
the  support  of  the  community.  Behrens 
had  to  adjust  her  music  therapy  protocol 
to  be  culturally  sensitive  and  to  meet  the 
children’s  strengths  and  needs. 

Through  the  assessments,  Behrens 
found  that  the  children  were  deeply 
scarred.  “I  saw  anxiety,  depression,  short 
attention  spans,  and  distractibility. 

Children  were  literally  bouncing  off 
the  walls,”  she  reflects.  “A  lot  of  time  in 
the  facilities  is  spent  just  controlling  the 
children.”  She  also  found  that  the  service 
workers,  who  were  there  to  help  the 
children,  also  were  traumatized. 

“Each  war  area  is  unique,  and  I 
needed  to  understand  this  situation,” 
Behrens  notes.  ‘“How  is  it  best  to  work 
with  these  children  within  their  culture?’ 
was  the  question.”  Needless  to  say, 
Behrens’  work  became  very  intense.  Her 
sabbatical  was  life-changing.  “I  didn’t  get 
the  memo  on  recharging  my  batteries  while 
on  sabbatical,”  she  says  laughing,  hut  with 
sad  eyes.  “Every  time  I turned  around  there 
was  someone  there  to  tell  me  his  or  her 
story — cah  drivers,  hotel  workers,  mothers, 
and  children,  and  I just  needed  to  listen.” 

In  Gaza,  Behrens  notes,  the  unem- 
ployment  rate  is  40  percent  or  higher; 
in  the  West  Bank,  29  percent  or  higher. 
Parents  worry  about  their  ability  to  care 
for  their  children.  They  also  fear  for  their 
children’s  safety.  “There  are  constant  home 
invasions,  imprisonment,  and  fear  of  other 
aggressions,”  she  explains. 

Behrens  adds  that  cultural  hurdles — 
including  a stigma  associated  with 
counseling,  a traditionally  stoic  emotional 
state,  and  a deep  family  pride  in  their 
children  doing  well  in  school — also 
exacerbate  the  situation.  “People  there 
don’t  seek  out  counselors,”  Behrens  says. 
“They  have  strong  extended  family 
connections  that  previously  supported 
each  other  hut  now  are  too  overwhelmed 


with  the  ongoing  trauma.  And  traditionally, 
within  their  culture,  they  have  not 
expressed  feelings.  The  children  have 
no  emotional  role  models.  “I  found  that 
most  children  only  had  two  to  three 
feeling  words  and  often  mixed  up  the 
feelings  of  sad,  scared  and  angry.”  Physical 
punishment,  which  has  been  traditionally 
used  in  their  culture  to  manage  children’s 
behavior,  is  now  veering  toward  abuse. 
“They  are  still  in  the  beginning  stages 
of  addressing  this,”  says  Behrens. 

Each  week,  the  professor  worked  with 
20  children — 19  males,  1 female — in 
separate  sessions.  Fourteen  of  the  children 
were  from  the  Dar  AhKilama  Model 
School  and  six  from  DeLaSalle  School. 
“The  social  worker  at  each  school  referred 
those  children  who  had  more  trouble  in 
school,”  she  explains.  “They  tended  to  be 
the  hoys.”  In  addition,  she  worked  with 
four  kindergarten  children  who  had 
escaped  from  Gaza  with  their  families. 

On  Thursday  evenings,  she  also  worked 
with  a group  of  eight  to  10  children  at 
an  independent  center  about  five  blocks 
from  her  hotel.  As  part  of  their  research, 
Behrens  also  interviewed  mothers  and 
social  service  providers. 

During  the  first  three  weeks,  Behrens 
visited  several  facilities  and  schools, 
got  forms  translated  and 
signed  by  parents,  and 
put  together  the  schedule 
for  the  music  therapy 
sessions.  Over  the  next 
five  weeks,  with  the 
assistance  of  a translator, 

Behrens  worked  with 
the  children  using  an 
improvisational  music 
therapy  protocol  she  had 
developed  to  improve 
their  emotional  skills. 

She  also  developed 
contacts  that  later  would 
help  to  make  her  visit  a 
continued  effort.  “We 
would  like  to  bring  some 
interested  musicians  over 
here  to  learn  about  music 
therapy.  Let  them  he  the 
seeds  of  a music  therapy 
program  in  Bethlehem,”  says  Behrens. 

Behrens  assisted  the  school  children 
in  developing  their  emotional,  listening 


and  looking  skills.  “The  children  in  the 
Thursday  group  sessions  learned  to  listen, 
look  and  respect  each  other  besides 
working  on  emotional  skills,”  Behrens  says. 
“By  the  end  of  the  group  sessions,  they 
were  starting  to  improvise  playing  duets 
together,  making  music  by  really  organizing 
themselves  while  looking  at  and  listening 
to  each  other.” 

It  was  evident  that  music  therapy 
worked.  “We’ve  collected  a lot  of 
information  to  back  up  the  wonderful 
changes  I saw,  as  all  but  one  of  my  Feeling 
Word  Assessment  measures  resulted  in 
significant  changes,”  Behrens  says.  “We  can 
see  the  outcome.  Tire  interviews  also  are 
really  rich  with  even  more  information 
than  what  was  asked  by  the  questions. 
These  people  are  desperate  for  their  story 
to  be  told.” 

And  with  the  CISP  funding,  the 
researchers  honored  this  expressed  need 
and  shared  the  story  of  these  children  in 
crisis  with  professionals  around  the  world. 
Behrens  traveled  to  the  12  th  World  Music 
Therapy  Congress  in  Buenos  Aires, 
Argentina,  and  to  the  National  World 
Music  Therapy  Association  Conference 
in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  share  the  findings.  She 
also  plans  to  travel  to  present  at  a regional 
conference  in  spring  2009  with  student 

Lore  Herzer.  Mapp  presented 
at  the  National  Social 
Worker  Educator’s  confer- 
ence  in  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
with  student  Kerri  Socha,  as 
well  as  at  the  International 
Federation  of  Social  Workers 
biennial  conference  in  Brazil. 

“We  have  a responsibility 
to  share  this  information,” 
says  Mapp.  “It’s  important  to 
let  people  know  the  stories, 
see  the  work,  see  the  effects. 
We  got  our  hands  around  a 
tool  that  looks  like  it’s  going 
to  he  effective.” 


The  children  of  Bethlehem,  who 
continue  to  be  traumatized  by 
their  past  experiences  and  the 
ongoing  conflict,  found  a voice 
for  their  emotions  during  music 
therapy  sessions. 
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Joseph  Weisser  #89:  Nurturing  Cultural  Exchange  at  the 


Olympics

The  Olympics  is  the  pinnacle  of 

athletic  competition  and  excellence. 
Often  getting  lost  in  the  news  coverage 
ot  the  majesty  and  grandeur  of  the 
games  is  the  cultural  exchange,  which 
is  an  important  part  of  this  worldwide 
competition.  It’s  this  side  of  the  games 
hy  which  Class  of  1989  alumnus  Joseph 
Weisser  has  been  most  struck  during 
his  involvement  on  two  Olympic 
committees.  And  it  is  this  side  of  the 
Olympics  that  is  motivating  his  latest 
project,  The  International  House  For  All. 

Weisser’s  participation  in  the  2008 
Olympic  Games  in  Beijing,  China,  is  the 
most  recent  highlight  of  a journey  that 
he  began  more  than  a decade  ago  as  a 
volunteer  at  the  1996  Olympic  Games 
in  Atlanta,  Ga.  “That’s  where  I got  the 
thirst  to  volunteer  for  sports,”  says 
the  high  school  AIL  American  and 
Elizabethtown  College  swimmer  turned 
sports  enthusiast  and  administrator. 

Since  that  six-week  Atlanta  experience, 
Weisser  has  expanded  his  involvement  in 
athletics  to  memberships  on  the  National 
YMCA  Competitive  Sporting  Board; 
the  International  Society  of  Olympic 
Historians  (ISOH),  The  Netherlands 
and  London;  and  the  Centre  for  Olympic 
Research  and  Studies,  Canada. 

While  fair,  quality  competition  is  the 
focus  of  his  volunteer  efforts,  the  cultural 
aspects  of  the  games  are  what  Weisser 
finds  most  compelling.  “Every  host  nation 
brings  so  much  of  its  culture  to  the 
Olympics,”  explains  Weisser,  who  points 
to  the  art  exhibits,  concerts  and  even 
puppet  shows  that  highlighted  this 
summer’s  games. 

Weisser  notes  that  this  cultural 
exchange  often  goes  unnoticed,  as  the 
eyes  of  the  world  are  tallying  medals  as 
an  odd  validation  of  national  supremacy. 
“The  gold  medal  count,  which  does 
nothing  for  most  countries,  is  a detriment 
to  the  Olympics,”  says  Weisser.  “Out  of 
203  countries  that  were  represented  at 
Beijing,  maybe  12  will  have  more  gold 
medals  than  Michael  Phelps.”  Instead, 
Weisser  argues,  this  event  that  joins 
the  world  in  a common  celebration  of 
excellence — -without  armaments  and 


without  anger — offers  a unique  oppor- 
tunity for  better  cultural  understanding. 

To  nurture  this  opportunity, 
Weisser— along  with  his  family,  wife 
Maria  Pioli  Weisser  ’89  and  their  three 
children  Alexis,  13;  Nicole,  11;  and 
Austin,  8 — has  found  backing  and 
support  for  the  creation  of  a hospitality 
residence  for  visitors  from  other  nations. 
“For  years,  I’ve  been  developing  a 
concept  for  The  International  House 
For  All,  which  is  a facility  where  anyone 
from  around  the  world  can  come  to  this 
country  to  study  Olympics  and  culture,” 
says  Weisser,  noting  that  his  fellow  ISOH 
members  warmly  received  his  concept 
for  the  center  during  their  meetings  at 
this  summer’s  Olympics.  “It’s  been  a 
personal  goal  for  a long  time,  but  now 
the  foundation  is  complete.  1 have 
the  finances  to  do  it,  and  I have  the 
contacts  globally  to  accomplish  it.” 

The  International  House  For 
All,  which  is  currently  under 
construction  near  the  Weisser’s  home 
in  Montoursville,  Pa.,  can  accommodate 
several  families.  “There  will  be  an  open 
invitation  to  anyone  who  wants  to  stay 
there.  All  I ask  is  that  whoever  uses  the 
facility  reciprocates  the  favor  in  his  or 
her  home  country,”  he  explains.  Through 


Weisser’s  concept  of  viral  hospitality,  the 
exchange  would  spread  internationally. 

According  to  Weisser,  stays  won’t  be 
limited  to  just  Olympic  visitors.  “We’re 
centrally  located  to  the  Little  League 
World  Series,”  he  says.  Weisser  also 
has  plans  to  create  cooperative  cultural 
and  scholastic  exchanges  for  visitors 
to  local  school  districts  and  colleges. 
Weisser  expects  the  facility  to  open 
in  spring  2010,  after  the  completion 
of  the  Winter  Olympic  Games  in 
Vancouver,  Canada. 

Professionally,  Weisser  is  a career 
specialist  for  educational  institutions, 
including  The  Pennsylvania  College  of 
Technology  in  Williamsport,  Pa.,  and 
SUN  Area  Career  & Technology  Center. 
Since  his  Elizabethtown  graduation,  he 
has  earned  a master’s  degree  in  education, 
with  an  emphasis  in  marketing,  from 
Temple  University  and  a master’s  degree 
in  sports  administration  from  West 
Chester  University.  Weisser  also  has 
completed  graduate  doctoral  credits  at 
the  United  States  Sports  Academy,  thus 
compiling  more  than  126  graduate 
credits  overall. 
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Chinese  Optimism  Real,  but  Conditional

During  his  recent  sabbatical,  Professor 
and  Department  Chair  of  Political  Science 
E.  Fletcher  McClellan  spent  five  months  behind 
the  Great  Wall  of  China,  teaching  American 
politics  courses  to  Chinese  undergraduate  and 
grad'uate  students  at  Dalian  University  of  Foreign 
Languages.  As  he  broadened  his  students' 
understanding  of  the  United  States,  he  studied 
the  Chinese  people  and  their  country.  The 
following  are  his  words,  penned  in  August  2008. 

While  most  Americans  are  pessimistic 
about  the  economy,  the  direction 
of  this  country,  and  the  ability  of  political 
leaders  to  deal  with  the  nation’s  problems, 
a July  2008  study  by  Pew  Global 
Attitudes  Project  found  that  more  than 
eight  in  10  Chinese  citizens  believe  their 
national  economy  is  healthy,  their  country 
is  moving  on  the  right  track,  and  their 
government  is  doing  a good  job. 

During  my  recent  sabbatical  in 
China,  I surveyed  200  Dalian  students 
about  the  performance  and  responsiveness 
of  the  government  in  Beijing,  guaranteeing 
the  anonymity  of  their  responses.  An 
astounding  93  percent  indicated  that  they 
trusted  their  government  to  do  the  right 
thing  either  most  of  the  time  or  just  about 
always.  As  an  American  political  scientist 
accustomed  to  political  cynicism,  I was 
fascinated  by  the  confidence  the  Chinese 
have  in  political  leaders. 

Timing  certainly  affected  the  results 
of  the  Pew  study  and  my  inquiries.  It  is 
impossible  to  overstate  how  much  impor- 
tance the  Chinese  people  and  government 
attached  to  the  Olympics  as  a symbol  of 
national  pride  and  prestige.  Night  after 
night,  I watched  Chinese  television  replay 
scenes  of  the  Chinese  athlete  in  Paris  who, 
from  a wheelchair,  protected  the  Olympic 
torch  from  pro-Tibet  protestors. 

Indeed,  government  news  manage- 
ment and  Mother  Nature  seemed  to 
conspire  to  limit  the  negative  impact  of 
the  human  rights  demonstrations  in  Tibet. 
When  protests  by  Buddhist  monks  began 
in  early  March  2008,  my  TV  screen  went 
dark  whenever  a Tibet  report  on  CNN 
International  was  about  to  begin.  Several 
days  later,  the  government  permitted  the 
airing  of  stories  that  featured  images  of 
rioters  allegedly  targeting  the  businesses 


of  Han  Chinese,  the  dominant  ethnic 
group  in  China. 

News  about  Tibet  was  swept  away 
in  early  May  2008  by  the  earthquake  in 
Sichuan  province.  The  state-run  broadcast 
service  CCTV  presented  round-the-clock 
coverage  of  the  tragedy,  which  claimed  the 
lives  of  80,000  people.  In  contrast  to  the 
ineffective  U.S.  government  response  to 
Hurricane  Katrina,  the  grandfatherly 
Chinese  premier  Wen  Jiabao  was  shown 
directing  rescue  and  recovery  efforts  at 
the  earthquake’s  epicenter. 

Student  support  for  the  Chinese 
government  is  cultivated  through  the 
educational  system.  To  enter  college, 
students  must  pass  exams  on  modem 
Chinese  politics.  Most  students  regard 
the  Communist  Party  as  a vehicle  for 
public  service  and,  not  unimportantly, 
economic  success.  As  a result,  there  is 
intense  competition  among  students  to 
become  a party  member. 

From  my  classroom  interactions,  I 
discovered  that  Chinese  education  does 
not  encourage  critical  thinking.  Chinese 
students  are  famously  unresponsive  to 
questions  from  professors.  Their  capacity 
to  memorize  large  sections  of  text- 
book materials  is  staggering. 

Though  obedience  to  authority 
is  emphasized,  cheating  is  a 
major  problem. 

Students  are  aware  of 
government  efforts  to  manufacture 
consent  and  can  bypass  the  army 
of  censors  to  access  Internet  sites 
critical  of  government  actions. 

Not  many  were  motivated  to 
do  so,  however. 

My  observations  affirmed 
the  Pew  finding  that  support 
for  the  Chinese  government 
extends  to  specific  policies,  but 
not  without  qualification.  Most 
Chinese  polled  by  Pew  believe 
that  the  adoption  of  free-market 
economics  has  improved  people’s 
lives.  However,  the  vast  majority 
are  concerned  about  rising  prices, 
the  gap  between  rich  and  poor, 
and  pollution.  Subjected  to  the 
one-child  policy  for  30  years, 


several  Chinese  friends  confessed  to 
being  jealous  when  they  met  my  son 
and  daughter. 

Chinese  citizens  are  not  much 
different  from  American  voters,  who 
judge  government  performance  by  what 
it  has  done  lately.  Despite  its  enonnous 
problems,  China  has  enjoyed  remarkable 
progress  economically  and  greater 
influence  internationally.  This  is  good 
news  to  a people  who  have  sacrificed 
much  to  overcome  a history  of  internal 
division  and  foreign  domination. 

At  the  same  time,  Chinese  authorities 
must  prepare  for  increased  scrutiny  from 
outside  and  inside  its  borders.  They  must 
deal  with  heightened  expectations  for 
prosperity  in  a world  economy  that  they 
cannot  control.  And  they  must  manage 
political  demands  arising  from  not  just 
ethnic  and  cultural  minorities  but  also 
nationalist  supporters,  whom  the 
government  recently  urged  to  become 
more  “rational.” 

In  other  words,  the  Chinese 
government  must  continue  to  produce  or 
face  the  wrath  of  a fickle  public — maybe 
not  at  the  ballot  box,  but  in  the  streets.

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The  Handprint  Identity  Project 
Collaboration  Takes  Art,  Poetry  to  Greater  Heights 


Sitting  at  the  crossroads  of  human 
identity  and  artistic  expression  is  an 
inspiring  collection  of  work  created  by 
22  respected  poets  and  artists  as  part  of 
the  Handprint  Identity  Project.  Lending 
an  interesting  twist  to  a timeless  concept, 
the  project  introduces  the  complexity  of 
collaboration  into  the  intensely  personal 
theme  of  human  identity.  Cross-genre 
pairings  of  artists  and  poets  challenged 
the  collective  thinking  of  the  participants, 
inspiring  them  to  work  harder,  think 
differently,  and  explore  more  deeply  the 
handprint  theme.  The  resulting  showcase 
begs  observers  to  make  a more  personal 
introspection  of  their  own  thinking 
and  a broader  exploration  of  what  it 
means  to  “be.” 

According  to  Project  Creator 
and  Director  Milt  Friedly,  the  Handprint 
Identity  Project  found  part  of  its  genesis 
in  the  turmoil  of  the  Sept.  11,  2001, 
terrorist  attacks.  Friedly  remembers  being 
profoundly  affected  hy  media  reports 
about  the  attacks.  “After  the  twin  towers 
collapsed,  news  reports  began  focusing  on 
the  process  of  identifying  those  lost,”  he 
explains.  “They  spoke  of  discerning  life 
through  the  smallest  of  remnants — mere 
fragments  of  the  whole  person.”  The  day 
after  the  attacks,  Friedly  took  a piece  of 
clay  and  pounded  it  with  his  hands  to 
express  his  deepest  feelings  about  the  loss

of  life.  The  handprints  in  the  clay  planted 
the  seeds  that  just  a few  years  later  would 
grow  into  this  exhibition. 

Friedly  believes  that  the  Handprint 
Identity  Project  addresses  timeless 
questions  typically  assigned  to  the  arts. 
“Given  shared  experience  and  broad 
diversities,  can  artists  and  poets  create 
works  that  elucidate  both  common  and 
individual  identity?  Can  new  works  be 
created  that  are  truthful  to  the  artists’ 
experience,  yet  contain  resonant  meaning 
for  all  human  beings?”  he  reflects.  “These 
are  old  questions  . . . lasting  ones  . . . that 
have  been  posed  throughout  the  ages. 
These  times  of  economic  globalization, 
war,  and  the  diminishment  of  environ- 
mental resources  compel  us  again  to 
examine  the  tension  and  balance 
between  the  individual  and  the  broader 
human  community.  And  the  better 
we  understand  each  other,  the  better 
we  understand  this  idea  of  diversity.” 

Friedly — together  with  literary 
activist  E.  Ethelbert  Miller,  of  Howard 
University,  and  poet  Leslie  McGrath, 
of  Stonington,  Conn.,  who  joined  the 
project  as  co-directors — recruited  11  poets 
and  1 1 visual  artists  to  join  the  effort. 

In  the  first  phase  of  the  project, 
each  participant  worked  independently, 
interpreting  the  theme  within  his  or  her 
genre  and  creating  works  that  speak 
to  the  concept  of  identity,  as  both  an 
individual  experience  and  as  part  of  the 
universal  experience.  In  the  second 
phase,  artists  and  poets  were  paired. 

After  exchanging  some  of  the  work 
created  in  the  first  phase,  the  collaborators 
reflected  on  and  responded  to,  in  their 
own  genre,  the  work  created  by  their 
partners.  “We  explored  questions  like 
how  do  collaborative  artistic  exchanges 
between  artists  and  poets  come  into 
being?  Are  certain  artistic  genres  more  or 
less  amenable  to  the  expression  of  what 
it  means  to  be,  at  once,  deeply  human  and 
a unique  individual?”  Friedly  explains. 

Among  the  participants  were  two 
recent  Elizabethtown  graduates,  artist 
Thomas  Yurkovic  ’08  and  poet  Pierce 
Hibbs  ’07.  Comparatively  new  to  their 


craft  but  no  less  gifted  than  the  more 
experienced  project  participants, 

Yurkovic  and  Hibbs  not  only  collaborated 
on  their  own  pieces,  but  they  also  worked 
with  Friedly  and  Miller  to  curate  the  art 
and  poetry,  respectively,  for  the  exhibit. 

Yurkovic — a sign  maker  at  Fastsigns 
in  Lancaster,  Pa. — hopes  someday  to 
pursue  his  master  of  fine  arts  degree  and 
eventually  teach  at  a small  liberal  arts 
college.  Eager  now  to  pursue  his  field 
to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  the  Class 
of  2008  alumnus  was  honored  by  his 
selection  for  this  project.  “To  be  23  years 
old  and  to  be  involved  in  a project  with 
established  international  artists  is  an 
inspiring  opportunity,”  says  Yurkovic. 

Drawn  to  creating  sculpture  made 
of  welded  steel,  Yurkovic  was  intrigued 
by  the  opportunity  of  working  with 
another  artist,  albeit  of  a different  genre. 
“I’ve  been  making  art  since  I was  a little 
kid.  The  collaboration,  though,  was 
a new  aspect  of  creativity,”  Yurkovic 
reflects.  “I  certainly  knew  and  respected 
Pierce  before  our  involvement  in  this 
project.  The  direction  that  we  think  and 
create  is  much  different.  Pierce’s  writing 
has  a lot  of  emotional  content.  Feeling. 
Intangibles.  On  the  other  hand,  I’m 
interested  in  form,  material  and  scales. 

“That’s  the  enjoyable  part  of  this — 
thinking  differently  about  process,” 
he  says.  “It  made  me  step  outside  my 
boundaries  and,  I believe,  helped  me 
to  create  better  results.” 

For  Hibbs — who  currently  is 
enrolled  full  time  in  a master’s  program 
in  religion  at  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary — poetry  is  more  than  just  an 
opportunity  for  self-expression.  “Poetry 
is  my  favorite  genre  to  read  and  write 
because  it  teaches  me  more  about  myself 
as  a person,”  Hibbs  reflects.  “It  is  one  of 
the  greatest  ways  to  experience  the  depth 
of  life  that  happens  every  second  in  a 
place  where  so  many  are  convinced  that 
nothing  happens.” 
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Artist  Donald  Forsythe,  of 
Messiah  College,  created  a 
unique  serigraph,  titled 
"Lineage  One  — Father,  Mother, 
Self,  Wife,  Son." 


The  poet  typically  focuses  his  writings 
on  the  nature  of  God,  perspectives  on 
death,  and  the  beauty  of  the  created  world. 
Through  these  intensely  personal  themes, 
Hibbs  seeks  to  close  the  gaps  between 
people  by  creating  “a  degree  of  empathy.” 
As  a result  of  the  Handprint  Identity 
Project’s  forced  collaboration,  Hibbs’ 
work  entered  new  creative  territory. 

“Tom’s  work  encouraged  my  own 
writing  to  [be  more]  thought-provoking, 
to  come  to  the  page  in  a way  that  turns 
a blind  eye  to  what  is  predictable  and 
to  speak  from  a place  uncontaminated 
by  reason  or  prejudice  or  bias,”  Hibbs 
reflects.  “It  was  wonderful  to  have  a 
reminder  of  that  kind.” 

Hibbs  also  enjoyed  his  role  as 
co-curator  of  the  poetry.  “It  was  a very, 
very  humbling  experience,”  he  recalls. 

“I  remember  sitting  on  the  floor  for 
hours,  poring  through  the  work.  I felt 
really  privileged  to  know  that  I was 
one  of  just  a few  people  who  would  be 
reading  much  of  this  work  for  the  very 
first  time.  The  experience  gave  me  a 
bulk  of  whole  new  perspectives,  which 
added  variety  to  my  own.” 

During  the  fall  2008  semester,  the 
Handprint  Identity  Project  exhibit  was 
displayed  at  Elizabethtown  College.  To 
bring  the  exhibit  to  life,  interviews  with 
the  participating  artists  and  poets  were

recorded  and  provided  on  iPods  near 
the  work.  In  addition,  a full-color,  glossy 
catalogue  and  a collection  of  poetry 
inspired  by  this  project  were  prepared. 
Designed  by  PulseDirect  Inc.,  the 
catalogue  includes  high-quality  photo- 
graphs of  the  art  collection,  excerpts  of 
the  poetry,  and  reflections  from  the  artists 
and  poets  about  their  participation  in  the 
project.  The  forward  for  the  piece  was 
written  by  Thomas  Zummer,  regular 
visiting  professor  in  the  Transmedia 
programme/post-graduate  at  the 
Hogeschool  Sint-Lukas/Universite 
Leuven  in  Brussels  and  visiting  professor 
at  the  Transart  Institute  in  Linz,  Austria. 
The  poetry  collection,  titled  “The 
Handprint  Identity  Project:  Selected 
Poems,”  was  edited  by  Leslie  McGrath, 
designed  by  PulseDirect  Inc.,  and  printed 
by  Continental  Press.  Proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  the  pieces  are  earmarked  for  the 


creation  of  an  Elizabethtown  College 
scholarship  fund  for  students  studying  art 
or  literature. 

The  project  received  support 
through  a grant  from  Elizabethtown 
College’s  Collaborative  Interdisciplinary 
Scholarship  Program,  which  is  admin- 
istered by  the  College’s  Center  for 
Excellence  in  Teaching  and  Learning 
and  was  created  through  a grant  from 
the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Education.  Also  supporting  the  project 
were  Amelia  Alft  TO,  web  design; 
Caitlin  Cain  TO,  intern  designer  for  the 
poster  and  mailer;  Christina  Darretta  ’09, 
digital  editing;  Matthew  Fischer  ’05, 
web  design;  and  Amanda  Morgan  ’09, 
director’s  assistant.  Amy  Hammond 
was  the  exhibition  designer. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Handprint 
Identity  Project  is  expected  to  be 
displayed  at  other  locations  nationally.

In  May  2008,  Elizabethtown  celebrated 
the  careers  of  eight  retiring  faculty  and 
staff  members,  all  of  whom  contributed 
greatly  to  the  success  of  the  College  and 
its  students  through  their  collective  service 
of  more  than  140  years. 

Thomas  Bowersox,  associate  professor 
of  social  work  emeritus , served  the  College 
for  1 1 years  as  a faculty  member  in  the 
Department  of  Social  Work.  Over  the 
years,  he  has  enjoyed  being  part  of  a very 
successful  group  that  “respects  and  supports 
each  other.”  In  addition  to  his  colleagues, 
Bowersox  says  he  will  miss  his  students. 

“In  truth,  I have  worked  to  teach  them, 
but  they  have  taught  me  as  well,”  he 
explains.  “I  will  always  cherish  those 
lessons.”  His  plans  for  retirement  include 
traveling  with  his  wife  and  daughter,  reading, 
golf  and  volunteering  in  various  capacities. 

Director  of  Learning  and  Disability 
Services  Emerita  Shirley  Deichert’s  experi- 
ence at  Elizabethtown  began  as  a student 
more  than  four  decades  ago.  A Class  of 
1966  alumna,  Deichert  returned  to  the 
College  in  1976  as  adjunct  faculty  in  the 
Department  of  English.  Most  of  her  service 
to  the  College,  though,  was  dedicated  to 
supporting  student  learning.  She  served  as 
director  of  learning  services  from  1986  until 
her  retirement  and  more  recently  also  was 
named  director  of  disability  services.  In 
addition,  she  dedicated  more  than  a decade 
to  service-learning.  Looking  back,  Deichert 
fondly  remembers  meeting  many  talented 
students  and  helping  them  discover  their 
strengths,  challenges,  and,  in  some  cases, 
learning  disabilities.  Reflecting  on  her 
retirement,  she  says,  “I  will  miss  the 
students,  daily  challenges,  the  multitasking 
and  colleagues.  I will  not  miss  meetings, 
reports,  endless  to-do  lists,  and  late  hours. 

I will  enjoy  living  at  my  pace,  hanging  out 
with  my  husband  of  40  years,  consulting, 
volunteering,  traveling,  continuing  to 
help  students  learn,  and  building  my 
own  business.” 

Looking  back  on  more  than  40  years  at 
the  College,  Associate  Professor  of  Biology 
Emeritus  Ron  Laughlin  fondly  reminisces 
about  a variety  of  enjoyable  experiences, 
including  the  two-day  field  trips  with  his 
ecology  classes,  playing  softball  with 


students  and  faculty  at  department  picnics, 
and  lunchtime  discussions  in  the  old  Jay’s 
Nest.  “I  am  ambivalent  about  retiring,” 
Laughlin  says.  “It  will  be  nice  to  not  worry 
about  the  day-to-day  routine  and  grading 
exams  and  papers,  but  I will  miss  working 
with  the  students  and  my  colleagues.” 
Laughlin  plans  to  dedicate  his  time  to  a 
variety  of  local  environmental  organizations 
and  hopes  to  return  someday  to  Colorado 
to  visit  his  fieldwork  locations  from 
graduate  school. 

Joseph  Molony  spent  seven  years  as 
a lecturer  in  the  College’s  Department  of 
Business.  While  much  of  his  career  has 
been  spent  practicing  accounting,  Molony 
feels  that  teaching  has  been  the  most 
rewarding  aspect  of  his  work.  He  fondly 
remembers  his  colleagues  and,  most  impor- 
tantly, his  students.  “Although  my  students 
have  come  and  gone,  I will  have  lasting 
memories  of  the  times  I spent  with  them 
both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom,”  he 
explains.  Molony  will  continue  to  teach 
part  time  at  Elizabethtown  and  hopes  to 
catch  up  on  his  reading  with  his  newfound 
leisure  time. 

In  1983,  Robert  Moore,  professor  of 
communications  emeritus,  began  his  service 
as  a faculty  member  in  the  Department  of 
Communications.  Several  of  his  almost 
25  years  at  Elizabethtown  were  spent 
chairing  the  department.  “The  job  was 
probably  the  greatest  and  most  rewarding 


challenge  of  my  career,”  he  says,  reflecting 
on  the  leadership  position.  During  his 
tenure  at  the  College,  Moore  helped 
establish  a new  curriculum,  as  well  as 
remodel  the  Steinman  Center  for 
Communications  and  Arts.  He  dedicated 
his  leisure  time  to  creating  programs  in 
community  journalism  in  10  different 
countries  in  South  Africa,  often  spending 
up  to  a year  at  a time  researching  and 
teaching  there.  Looking  ahead,  Moore 
hopes  to  travel  and  to  continue  his 
consulting  work  in  Africa. 

Deborah  Sagar  has  worked  in  the 
Center  for  Continuing  Education  and 
Distance  Learning  for  27  years.  “Continuing 
education  was  something  I just  fell  into 
when  I came  here — it  was  the  office  where 
there  happened  to  be  an  opening,”  she 
recalls.  “But  I am  very  lucky  to  have  found 
something  that  I enjoyed  doing  and  that 
I seemed  to  be  good  at.  The  people  I’ve 
worked  with  in  the  Center  have  all  been 
very  dedicated  to  helping  adults  achieve 
educational  goals  that  may  have  been 
put  on  hold  or  side-tracked  by  other  respon- 
sibilities.” In  her  retirement,  Sagar  is 
continuing  to  work  part  time  for  the  Center.

KNITTING  IMPROVED  INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  caps — tiny  creations  crafted  of  soft  yarn. — barely  cover  the  palm  of  a human  hand. 
Unfortunately,  the  infants  who  will  wear  them  are  also  tiny,  born  too  early  and  too 
small,  and  are  likely  not  to  survive  beyond  their  first  few  months  of  life  without  medical 
intervention.  During  fall  2008,  Lecturer  in  Occupational  Therapy  Linda  Leimbach 
(shown  third  row,  far  right  in  the  photograph  below)  and  the  students  of  her  “Basic 
Concepts  in  Occupation”  classes — along  with  Fieldwork  Coordinator  Christine 
Achenbach  ’86  (shown  third  row,  far  left),  Assistant  Professor  of  Modern  Languages 
Charla  Lorenzen  (shown  fourth  row,  tar  left),  Associate  Professor  of  Occupational 
Therapy  Judy  Beck  Ericksen  ’80  (shown  fourth  row,  tar  right),  Assistant  Professor  of 
Engineering  Heather  Watson,  and  other  Elizabethtown  students — joined  in  an  interna- 
tional  humanitarian  effort  that  hopes  to  improve  premature  infant  mortality. 

Every  year,  4 million  babies  die  within  the  first  months  of  life  in  the  poorest  of 
countries  in  the  world,  such  as  Ethiopia,  Mozambique  and  Afghanistan.  Research  shows 
that  50  percent  of  these  deaths  could  be  prevented  if  mothers  and  children  had  access 
to  simple  health  measures.  The  global  humanitarian  organization  Save  the  Children 
and  the  Warm  Up  America!  Foundation  annually  sponsor  “Knit  One,  Save  One,”  a 
grassroots  initiative  that  seeks  to  engage  knitters  and  crocheters  to  take  action  on  behalf 
of  these  children.  Through  the  effort,  the  organizations  advocate  for  increased  interna- 
tional assistance  for  programs  that  offer  inexpensive  life-saving  tools,  including  antibiotics 
to  fight  infections,  immunizations,  training  for  skilled  birth  attendants,  education  on 
breastfeeding  and  hygiene,  and  instruction  on  basic  care,  such  as  keeping  a baby  warm 
by  covering  his  or  her  head  and  carrying  the  baby  skin-to-skin. 

Together,  the  Elizabethtown  College  students  and  their  faculty  mentors  created 
132  caps  to  contribute  to  the  effort,  which  will  send  tens  of  thousands  of  hats,  along 
with  important  life-saving  education,  to  mothers  of  premature  infants  in  third-world 
countries.  In  addition,  the  students  also  learned  a lesson  in  advocacy  as  they  penned 
letters  to  U.S.  President  Barack  Obama,  requesting  consideration  of  increased  funding 
for  international  assistance  for  premature  infant  care.

WOHL  RECEIVES  NIH  GRANT 
TO  STUDY  CORRELATION 
BETWEEN  ECZEMA  AND 
ANTIBIOTIC  USE 
Assistant  Professor  of  Biology 
Debra  Wohl,  in  collaboration  with 
Dr.  William  Curry  of  Penn  State 
Milton  S.  Hershey  Medical  Center, 
was  awarded  a $197,000  grant  by 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health  to 
study  the  possible  correlation  between 
atopic  dermatitis  in  young  children 
and  intravenous  antibiotics  received 


by  their  mothers  during  delivery. 

Atopic  dermatitis  is  a chronic, 
relapsing,  inflammatory  skin  disease, 
which  is  commonly  referred  to  as 
eczema.  Medical  studies — although 
they  point  to  a combination  of 
hereditary  and  environmental 
factors — have  failed  to  identify  an 
underlying  cause  for  the  disease. 

The  Elizabethtown  College  - 
Hershey  Medical  Center  research 
team  hopes  to  determine  whether  the 
current  practice  of  using  antibiotics

during  the  birthing  process  may  be 
contributing  to  the  rise  in  prevalence  of  the  skin  disease.  In  recent  years,  both  the 
incidence  of  atopic  dermatitis  and  the  use  of  antibiotics  are  becoming  increasingly 
more  prevalent.  Exposure  to  antibiotics,  even  for  a short  time,  during  delivery  disrupts 
the  microbial  colonization  of  a newborn’s  gut  flora,  which  are  microorganisms  that  live 
in  the  digestive  tract  and  perform  a number  of  useful  functions  for  their  hosts  that  can 
influence  the  development  of  the  immune  system. 

Over  the  course  of  the  three-year  study,  the  researchers  will  collect  and  analyze  data 
on  health  care  practices,  specifically  on  the  administration  of  intrapartum  antibiotics  and 
the  health  of  the  children  during  their  first  two  years  of  life.  In  addition  to  looking  for  a 
correlation  between  antibiotic  use  and  the  development  of  the  skin  disease,  this  study  also 
will  be  used  to  generate  additional  questions  about  the  role  early  exposure  to  antibiotics 
plays  on  the  development  of  the  immune  system  of  newborns.

to  associate  professor  of  physics  and 
engineering.  In  November  2008,  he  was 
awarded  a 2008  Solar  Scholars  Program 
grant  from  the  Sustainable  Energy  Fund 
to  design  and  install  a solar-powered 
energy  system  and  to  roll  renewable 
energy  concepts  into  his  curriculum. 
Mark  Stuckey  and  Michael  Silberstein, 
Philosophy,  presented  “A  New  Self- 
Consistency  View  of  Time  in  Quantum 
Gravity”  at  the  September  2008 
conference  titled,  “The  Clock  and 
the  Quantum:  Time  in  Quantum 
Foundations.”

Based 
on  new  data,  the  piece  tests  the  accuracy 
of  students’  perceptions  of  their  professors’ 
political  orientation  and  measures 
whether  students’  political  affiliations 
change  in  relationship  to  their  professors’ 
politics.  Their  research  was  the  focus  of 
commentary  in  the  publication  Social 
Science  and  Modem  Society.  In  addition, 
Kelly-Woessner’s  expert  opinion 
informed  articles  in  The  New  York 
Times,  The  New  York  Times  Magazine, 
The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education,  the 
Chicago  Sun  Times  and  The  Guardian 
(London,  England).  She  also  was  a 
guest  on  a Minnesota  Public  Radio 
Midmorning  program  that  focused  on 
colleges  and  political  bias.  During  the 
2008  presidential  campaign,  the  expert 
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opinions  of  E.  Fletcher  McClellan  and 
W.  Wesley  McDonald  informed  more 
than  two  dozen  local  news  reports. 

In  addition,  McClellan  published 
an  opinion-editorial,  titled  “Chinese 
Optimism:  Real  but  Conditional,”  in 
The  Sunday  Patriot-News  (Harrisburg, 
Pa.).  He  was  a co-presenter  of  a work- 
shop, titled  “Getting  a Job  at  a Teaching 
Institution — and  Succeeding,”  at  the 
August  2008  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Political  Science  Association.

Oya 
Ozkanca  published  an  article,  titled 
“Turkey:  The  Potential  Impact  of  EU 
Membership,”  in  “EU  Enlargement  and 
the  Transatlantic  Alliance:  A Security 
Relationship  in  Flux,”  which  was  edited 
by  Sven  Biscop  and  Johan  Lemhke.

Catherine  Lemley  was  promoted 
to  professor  of  psychology.  Lemley 
and  Anna  Barrett,  of  Kessler  Medical 
Rehabilitation  Research  and  Education 
Corporation,  were  co-authors  on  a paper, 
titled  “Asymmetrical  Visual-Spatial 
Attention  in  College  Students  Diagnosed 
with  ADD/ADHD,”  which  was 
published  in  the  journal  Cognitive  and 
Behavioral  Neurology.  Kelly  Jones  ’07 
was  lead  author  on  the  paper.  In 
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students  who  could  speak 
some  Chinese.  In  addition, 
this  group  was  especially 
adventurous,  trying  a variety 
of  foods  and  venturing  out 
on  their  own.” 

Like  the  rest  of  his  group, 
Loeb  prepared  himself  to  make 
the  most  of  the  experience  by 
reading  about  the  culture  and 
country’s  history.  His  experi- 
ence in  China  magnified  his 
learning.  “This  trip  has  defi- 
nitely broadened  my  under- 
standing and  appreciation 
of  the  Chinese  culture,”  he 
reflects.  “I  would  recommend 
this  trip  to  anybody  who  asks.”

Welcomed  on  their  sojourn  by  the  historic  earthquake  in  Sichuan  province,  a group  from 
Elizabethtown  College  experienced  an  unexpectedly  unique  study-abroad  experience  to 
China  during  summer  2008.  The  course  “History  of  Modern  Asia,”  which  is  taught  by 
Associate  Professor  of  History  David  Kenley,  provided  nine  Elizabethtown  students  with  a 
firsthand  look  at  the  mystery  and  grandeur  of  one  of  the  world’s  most  ancient  nations. 

For  Tyler  Loeb,  a junior  political  science  and  economics  major,  the  course  connected 
his  long-time  interest  in  this  region  with  a study-abroad  experience  that  would  fit  into  his 
schedule.  “There  is  just  something  about  China,  and  Asia  in  general,  which  has  fascinated 
me.  Everything  I have  heard  or  read  points  to  China’s  rising  global  influence,  and  I wanted 
to  learn  about  and  see  the  country  firsthand,”  Loeb  explains.  “I  hoped  to  study  abroad 
during  my  time  at  Elizabethtown,  but  a full  semester  didn’t  really  suit  my  schedule.  This 
short-term  study-abroad  experience  seemed  like  the  perfect  solution.” 

As  part  of  the  course,  students  study  at  Beijing’s  prestigious  University  of 
International  Business  and  Economics.  During  stays  in  Beijing  and  Shanghai,  course 
participants  visit  a collection  of  historical  sites,  including  the  Forbidden  City,  Tiananmen 
Square,  the  Summer  Palace,  the  Old  Summer  Palace,  the  Great  Wall,  the  Temple  of 
Heaven,  the  Bell  Tower,  Price  Gong’s  Residence,  Lao  She’s  Residence,  Old  Shanghai 
and  the  Shanghai  Bund.  In  addition,  the  group  also  visited  cultural,  business  and  scenic 
locations,  explored  the  Olympic  Village,  and  took  mini-classes  in  martial  arts  and  the 
Chinese  language  at  the  university. 

For  Kenley,  the  uniqueness  of  this  year’s  experience  was  a product  both  of  the 
particular  timing  of  the  trip  and  the  intrepid  spirit  of  his  students.  “Landing  in  China 
on  the  day  of  the  massive 
earthquake,  the  students  were 
able  to  see  the  government’s 
response  to  the  crisis  and  the 
general  outpouring  of  goodwill 
toward  the  victims,”  he  says. 

“This  year’s  group  was  different 
from  my  previous  groups. 

We  had  more  disciplines  repre- 
sented, including  many  of  the 
sciences.  We  also  had  more

Her  paper  involved  a content 
analysis  of  lesbian-gay-bisexual  “coming 
out”  stories  with  a focus  on  gender 
nonconformity,  sexual  desire  and 
nonsexual  desire  as  precursors  of  sexual 
identity  exploration.  John  Teske 
presented  “‘Let  Me  Tell  You  a Story’: 
Narrative  and  Meaning  in  Science  and 


Religion”  at  the  May  2008  European 
Conference  on  Science  and  Theology; 
“Recoupling  Individuality:  Relational 
Selves  and  Redemptive  Relationships” 
at  the  July  2008  conference  of  the 
Metanexus  Institute  on  “Subject,  Self 
and  Soul:  Transdisciplinary  Approaches 
to  Personhood;”  “Neuromythology: 
Narrative  and  Meaning  in  Science  and 
Religion”  to  the  Copenhagen  Network 
for  Science  and  Religion  in  October  2008; 
and  a seminar,  titled  “Varieties  of 
Naturalism  and  the  Brain/Mind/Spirit 
Problem,”  at  the  October  2008  Faculty 
of  Theology  seminar  on  Semantics  and 
Christian  Theology.  He  also  was  elected 
to  the  joint  publication  hoard  of  Zygon: 


A TREE  FOR  THE  SEASON 


Reminding  all  of  the  meaning  of  the  holiday  season,  a Christmas  tree  laden  with  donated 
soup  and  stockings  stood  majestically  at  the  center  of  the  Marketplace  through  the  close  of 
the  fall  semester.

In  an 
interview  with  the  Associated  Press  (AP), 
Donald  Kraybill  released  findings  of  a 
Young  Center  study  that  documents  the 
broadening  geographical  distribution  of 
the  U.S.  Amish  population.  The  AP 
story  was  carried  by  hundreds  of  media 
outlets  around  the  world.  In  addition, 
Kraybill  presented  the  10th  annual  John 
Howard  Yoder  Lecture  on  Religion  and 
Peacebuilding  at  the  Kroc  Institute  on 
International  Peacebuilding  at  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame.  Over  several 
months,  he  presented  more  than 
30  lectures  on  his  highly  acclaimed 
book,  titled  “Amish  Grace,”  to  audiences 
throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  He  also  gave  dozens  of  media 
interviews  and  appeared  on  radio 
and  television  shows  as  part  of  the 
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promotional  effort  supported  by  a grant 
from  the  Fetzer  Institute.  Additionally, 
Kraybill  offered  his  expert  opinion  in 
various  publications  about  a variety  of 
topics,  including  the  growth  of  Amish 
construction  contractors,  the  Amish 
use  of  solar  power,  the  effects  of  sky- 
rocketing health  care  costs  on  Amish 
and  Old  Order  Mennonites,  the  increase 
in  Wisconsin’s  legal  wranglings  with  the 
Amish  over  hunting  and  farming  issues, 
an  Amish  family’s  refusal  to  abide  by 
state  ordinances  on  outhouse  waste, 
Amish  reaction  to  increasing  fuel  costs, 
and  issues  related  to  making  safety 
notifications  regarding  kerosene  to  the 
Amish  community.  In  October  2008, 
Kraybill  was  honored  as  Eastern 
Mennonite  University’s  alumnus  of 
the  year  during  his  alma  mater’s 
Homecoming  festivities.

Recognized  for  her  academic  and  athletic  excellence,  Erin 

_ Fisher  ’08  was  named  one  of  10  finalists  for  the  18th  Annual 
National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  (NCAA)  Division  III 
Woman  of  the  Year  Award. 

The  NCAA  presents  its  Division  III  Woman  of  the  Year 
Award  to  a female  athlete  who  exemplifies  the  scholar-athlete  role 
by  showing  excellence  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom,  in 
addition  to  strong  community  service  and  leadership.  To  qualify 
for  the  award,  nominees  must  have  earned  a varsity  letter  in  an 
NCAA -sponsored  sport,  have  competed  during  the  previous 
academic  year,  have  completed  intercollegiate  eligibility  in  her 
primary  sport  by  the  end  of  the  prior  spring  season,  and  have 
maintained  a minimum  grade  point  average  of  2.5.  Nominees 
are  first  narrowed  down  to  130  nationally  and  then  again  to 
10  finalists  from  each  division. 

Fisher,  who  graduated  from  Elizabethtown  in  2008  with  a 
dual  degree  in  biology  and  mathematics,  earned  an  overall  grade 
point  average  of  3.98.  A member  of  the  cross  country  and  indoor 
and  outdoor  track  and  field  teams,  she  has  a prolific  history  of 
athletic  and  academic  accomplishments,  claiming  a number  of 
victories  at  significant  races  and  noteworthy  scholastic  honors 
during  her  collegiate  career. 

Fisher  was  named  NCAA  Division  III  All-American  in 
both  cross  country  and  outdoor  track  and  field  and  earned  first- 
team  Academic  All-America  honors  during  her  senior  year.  In 
addition,  she  was  selected  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate 
Athletic  Corporation  Scholar- Athlete  in  cross  country  and  was 
awarded  one  of  only  58  NCAA  postgraduate  scholarships  in 
2008.  At  the  2007  Blue  Jay  Athletics  Alumni  Reunion,  Fisher 
received  the  Distinguished  Student-Athlete  Award,  which 
recognizes  Elizabethtown  athletes  who  most  demonstrate  the 
ideals  of  citizenship  and  sportsmanship  and  personify  the 
College’s  Educate  for  Service  motto. 

During  her  senior  year,  Fisher  finished  15th  at  the  NCAA

All-America  honors,  and  was  honored  by  the  U.S.  Track  & Field 
and  Cross  Country  Coaches  Association  as  the  Mideast  Region 
Athlete  of  the  Year  after  winning  the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional 
title  and  her  second  straight  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC) 
individual  championship. 

During  the  2007-2008  track  and  field  seasons,  Fisher 
won  the  5,000  meters  at  both  the  MAC  indoor  and  outdoor 
championships,  and  also  captured  a gold  medal  in  the  distance 
medley  relay  at  the  indoor  championships  to  help  the  Blue  Jays 
to  a second-place  finish.  She  capped  her  career  by  placing 
seventh  in  the  10,000  meters  at  the  NCAA  Division  III

Coach  Owen  Wright  Recognized 

One  of  Elizabethtown  College’s  most  storied  coaches,  Owen 
Wright  was  recognized  with  the  2008  Joseph  A.  Whitmore 
Outstanding  Service  to  Student-Athletes  Award. 

Wright  joined  the  College  in  1961  in  part  to  coach  a sport 
that  he  had  never  played.  After  completing  his  master’s  degree 
in  physical  education,  Wright  hoped  to  find  a home  coaching 
baseball  and  teaching  at  a church-affiliated  institution  of  higher 
education.  A member  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  he  naturally 
gravitated  to  schools  affiliated  with  that  denomination.  Elizabeth- 
town College  offered  Wright  an  opportunity  he  couldn’t  refuse — 
even  if  it  meant  coaching  soccer  in  addition  to  baseball. 

According  to  Wright,  his  lack  of  knowledge  about  soccer, 
in  some  ways,  proved  to  be  an  asset  as  it  allowed  him  to  think 
differently  about  game  strategy.  “It  dawned  on  me  pretty  early 
that  soccer  is  basketball  played  outdoors  without  hands,”  explains 
Wright.  “So  I started  formulating  basketball  techniques  for  the 
soccer  field.”  His  unconventional  approach  paid  dividends  on  the 
field  and  soon  was  emulated  by  other  coaches  in  the  conference 
and  beyond. 

Foundational  to  his  success  on  both  the  soccer  and  baseball 
fields  was  a strong  program  of  conditioning.  “I  knew  how  to  get 
the  athletes  at  peak  performance.  And  I think  that  was  our  saving 
grace,”  he  reflects. 

Wright  coached  at  Elizabethtown  for  more  than  20  years, 
leaving  in  1983  to  accept  a coaching  position  at  the  University 


of  La  Verne.  In  2 1 seasons  at  Elizabethtown,  Wright’s  soccer 
teams  compiled  a 234-90-26  overall  record  and  won  nine 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  championships.  He  guided  the  Blue 
Jays  to  seven  appearances  in  the  NCAA  Atlantic  Coast  Regionals 
and  three  tournament  championships.  After  national  playoffs 
began  in  1974,  Elizabethtown  earned  seven  NCAA  berths  and 
finished  third  in  the  1976  Division  III  playoffs. 

Wright’s  accomplishments  coaching  baseball  are  just  as 
impressive.  His  teams  won  258  games  and  four  MAC  titles, 
reaching  the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional  tournament  in  1983. 
During  his  tenure  at  Elizabethtown,  Wright  advanced  recruiting 
and  began  a program  of  travel  experiences  for  student-athletes, 
both  nationally  and  internationally,  that  continues  today. 
Additionally,  he  is  proud  to  have  positively  influenced  the  future 
of  Blue  Jay  athletics  through  his  recruitment  of  fine  coaches, 
like  Yvonne  “Yonnie”  Kauffman  and  Joe  Whitmore. 

After  leaving  Elizabethtown,  Wright  went  on  to  considerable 
success  at  the  University  of  La  Verne,  including  an  NCAA 
Division  III  national  championship  and  being  named  Division  III 
Coach  of  the  Year,  both  in  1995.  “I  did  what  I wanted  to  do  for 
40  years,”  he  says.  “I  can  safely  say  that  there  was  not  a day  that 
I really  did  not  want  to  go  to  work.  And  I know  that  that’s  a 
privilege  that  not  everybody  enjoys.”  Wright , who  retired  from 
coaching  in  1998,  is  a member  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  at 
Bridgewater,  Elizabethtown  and  La  Verne. 
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Loss  Herr  #62  Receives  2008  Distinguished  Alumni  Award

Lois  Herr  ’62  was  recognized  with  the  Distinguished 
Alumni  Award. 

Herr  was  surprised  hy  her  selection  tor  the  award,  which 
recognizes  student-athletes  who,  subsequent  to  graduation,  have 
distinguished  themselves  through  significant  professional  and/or 
volunteer  efforts.  “Because  most  of  the  athletic  awards  in  my 
family  have  gone  to  my  father,  it’s  strange  to  think  of  me  getting 
this  award,”  says  Herr,  a former  field  hockey  player  who  earned 
her  bachelor’s  degree  in  English  from  Elizabethtown  in  just  three 
and  a half  years. 

Since  graduation,  Herr  has  had  a diverse  career  in  business, 
education  and  government  services.  For  more  than  26  years,  she 
held  a series  of  executive  positions  in  the  telecommunications 
industry  with  companies  such  as  Bell  Telephone  Laboratories, 
AT&T,  New  York  Telephone  and  NYNEX.  Under  U.S.  President 
Gerald  Ford,  Herr  served  in  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  as  part  of  the  President’s  Executive  Interexchange 
Program.  In  1993,  she  returned  to  Elizabethtown  College  to 
teach  in  the  Department  of  Business  and  subsequently  also 
served  as  a senior-level  administrator  and  scholar-in-residence. 

Throughout  her  life,  Herr  has  been  inspired  by  the  service 
legacy  she  inherited  from  her  parents — Ira  Herr,  legendary 
Elizabethtown  coach  and  athletic  director,  and  Kathryn  Nisley 
Herr,  who  taught  in  the  Department  of  Modem  Languages  and 
worked  in  the  library.  “They  were  very  much  involved  in  the 
community.  So,  if  I’ve  done  anything  in  service,  it’s  only  because 
I have  a reputation  to  live  up  to,”  Herr  humbly  reflects. 

Herr’s  own  service  has  been  extensive.  She  served  two 
terms  working  on  Smart  Growth  for  Lancaster  on  the  Lancaster 
County  (Pa.)

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Six  Alumni  Inducted  into  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletics  Hall  of  Fame

In  May  2008,  Elizabethtown  College  inducted  six  members — 
William  Doherty  ’67,  Kimberly  Hampson  ’94,  Melvin 
Longenecker  ’56,  Amy  Bender  McGroarty  ’98,  Douglas  Peters  ’86 
and  Richard  Stine  ’56 — into  the  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletics  Hall 
of  Fame. 

William  Doherty  was  a member  of  Elizabethtown’s  first 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  championship  team  in  men’s 
cross  country  in  1965.  He  finished  seventh  at  the  conference 
meet  in  1965  and  10th  in  1966,  and  competed  at  the  NCAA 
championships  both  years.  Doherty  worked  for  20  years  for 
various  U.S.  defense  contractors  and  research  and  development 
firms.  Since  1994,  he  has  been  employed  by  the  U.S.  Postal 
Service  and  currently  works  in  mail  automation  at  the  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  branch.  Doherty  has  continued  to  run,  participating  in  the 
Boston  Marathon  in  1978  and  2005,  and  placing  fourth  in  his 
age  group  in  the  2008  Miami  Half  Marathon. 

Kimberly  Hampson  was  a four-year  letterwinner  and  two-year 
co-captain  for  the  softball  team.  A catcher,  she  holds  the  single- 
season  program  records  for  runs  scored  (37)  and  stolen  bases  (28), 
and  is  the  program  career  leader  in  triples  (16),  walks  (58), 
runs  scored  (96)  and  stolen  bases  (52).  She  was  a two-time 
All-Conference  selection  and  was  named  All-Region  in  1993 
and  1994.  In  1994,  Hampson  was  a third-team  CoSIDA 
Academic  All-American.  From  1998  to  2000,  she  served  as  a 
volunteer  assistant  coach  for  the  Blue  Jays.  After  graduating  from 
Elizabethtown,  she  earned  a master’s  degree  in  sports  management 
from  Georgia  Southern  University.  She  is  employed  by  ViaSat 
Inc.  as  marketing  communications  manager. 

Melvin  Longenecker  won  three  varsity  letters  in  men’s  soccer, 
men’s  tennis  and  men’s  basketball,  and  was  a co-captain  of  the 
men’s  soccer  team  as  a senior.  In  1953,  he  helped  the  Blue  Jays 
upset  NCAA-bound  Lebanon  Valley  College  77-74  in  basket- 
ball, and  played  in  the  first  night  soccer  game  in  program  history 


in  1955.  Longenecker  worked  in  management  for  a drug  store 
chain  for  21  years  before  entering  state  government.  Now  retired, 
he  was  the  special  assistant  to  the  secretary  of  public  welfare  for 
more  than  four  years,  and  then  served  as  the  special  assistant  to 
the  attorney  general  for  seven  years.  An  avid  tennis  player, 
Longenecker  won  several  Banana  Open  tournaments  in  the  South 
and  was  a member  of  a number  of  championship  basketball  teams 
in  the  Harrisburg  area,  including  the  YMCA  Industrial  League. 

Amy  Bender  McGroarty  was  a four-year  letterwinner  for 
the  women’s  soccer  team.  A defender,  she  earned  All-America 
honors  in  1997,  as  the  Blue  Jays  finished  19-4-3  and  hosted  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Final  Four,  and  was  a two-time  All-Middle 
Atlantic  Region  selection.  She  also  was  a three-time  first-team 
All-Conference  selection  and  finished  her  career  with  eight  goals 
and  1 1 assists.  As  a senior,  she  was  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Student-Athlete  Award.  Bender  McGroarty  is  a first-grade  teacher 
at  the  Upper  Pittsgrove  School. 

Douglas  Peters  was  a four-year  letterwinner  and  senior 
captain  of  the  men’s  soccer  team.  The  Blue  Jays  qualified  for  the 
NCAA  Division  III  tournament  in  each  of  his  four  seasons,  and 
he  was  a three-time  All-Conference  selection  who  finished  his 
career  with  31  goals  and  24  assists.  In  his  senior  season,  the  Blue 
Jays  were  ranked  as  high  as  third  in  the  national  poll,  and  Peters 
was  named  team  Most  Valuable  Player,  All-Region  and  third  team 
All- America.  He  has  been  employed  by  MetLife  for  the  past  18 
years,  currently  as  national  director  of  distribution  partnerships. 

Richard  Stine  was  a four-year  letterwinner  in  men’s  basket- 
ball and  a two-year  letterwinner  in  men’s  soccer.  He  served  as 
captain  of  the  1955-56  men’s  basketball  team  that  finished  with 
a record  of  18-6.  After  graduating,  Stine  worked  in  a variety  of 
management  positions  with  data  and  information  companies  in 
the  Baltimore-Washington  area  and  northern  California.

Men's  Cross  Country 

During  the  regular  season,  the  Blue  Jays  won  both  the  Juniata 
Invitational  and  the  Battle  for  the  Buggy.  Elizabethtown  finished 
second  at  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  champion- 
ships at  Lancaster  County  (Pa.)  Central  Park,  placing  eight 
runners  among  the  top  20  finishers  in  the  field  of  1 3 1 competitors. 
Jeremy  Matula  ’09  was  the  Blue  Jay’s  top  finisher,  as  he  crossed 
the  finish  line  in  third  place  with  a time  of  27:42.42.  Scott 
Derkacz  ’09  followed  closely  behind  in  fourth  place  (27:43.08), 
while  Colby  Miller  ’12  took  sixth  with  a time  of  27:51.39. 

At  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  (NCAA) 
Division  III  Mideast  Regional,  the  Blue  Jays  took  fifth  place 
in  a held  of  43  teams,  as  Eric  Reichert  ’12  was  an  All-Region 
honoree  with  a 27th-place  finish. 


Women's  Cross  Country 

Elizabethtown  won  its  second  consecutive  MAC  championship 
and  third  in  the  last  five  years,  upsetting  nationally-ranked 

Messiah  College  to  grab  the 
team  crown.  Tiffany  Kulp  ’09 
placed  second  in  the  field 
of  1 17  runners  with  a time 
of  23:07.94,  while  Megan 
VanDenHengel  ’10  finished 
seventh  (23:51.32),  Kristen 
O’Brien  ’ll  crossed  the  line  in 
eighth  (23:52.01),  and  Amanda 
Daws  ’09  followed  in  ninth 
(23:52.02).  First-year  head 
coach  Brian  Falk  was 
honored  by  his  peers  as  MAC 
Coach  of  the  Year.  The  Blue 
Jays  went  on  to  finish  fourth  at 
the  NCAA  Division  III  Mideast 
Regional,  narrowly  missing  an 
at-large  bid  to  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Championships. 
Finishing  sixth  with  a time  of 
22:29,  Kulp  earned  a spot  at 
nationals  and  became  the  first 
Elizabethtown  runner  to  be 
named  All-Region  four  times. 
VanDenHengel  also  earned 
All-Region  recognition  with  a 
22nd-place  finish,  as  did  Daws 
with  her  32nd-place  result.  At

Division  III  poll.  Tiffany  Vogel  ’09  became  the  first  Elizabethtown

Along  with  Vogel,  Liz  DeMatteis  ’ll  was  a first-team 
All-Conference  pick  after  leading  the  team  in  scoring  with 
17  goals  and  38  points.  Andrea  Miles  ’09  and  Brenna  Noon  ’10 
each  added  13  goals,  with  Miles  netting  six  game-winning  goals 
and  Noon  five.  Megan  Angstadt  ’09  was  named  second-team 
All-Conference  after  tallying  eight  goals  and  eight  assists.  In  goal, 
Liz  Hannegan  ’10  started  all  21  games  and  posted  a 1.10  goals 
against  average  while  recording  seven  shutouts. 

Golf 

Elizabethtown  competed  in  six  tournaments  during  the  fall  2008 
season,  with  a best  finish  of  309  en  route  to  a sixth-place  finish 
at  the  Susquehanna  Invitational.  Mike  Wagner  ’09  had  the  team’s 
best  average  at  77.5,  with  a top  round  of  72  at  the  Lebanon  Valley 
Invitational.  Kurt  Amen  ’10  ranked  second  on  the  team  in 
average  at  78.5,  including  a score  of  73  at  Susquehanna. 

Men's  Soccer 

Injuries  and  inexperience  left  the  Blue  Jays  with  a 7-9-2  overall 
record  and  a 2-4  record  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference. 

Matt  Diller  ’09  and  Andrew  Filewicz  ’ll  were  named  second-team 
All-Conference,  as  Diller  scored  a team-high  five  goals  and 
Filewicz  tallied  a goal  and  three  assists  on  the  year.  Cameron 
Gettel  ’ll  had  a strong  season  on  defense  for  the  Blue  Jays, 
netting  three  goals  and  an  assist  for  seven  points,  while  Jeff 
Mullen  ’09  posted  a 1.09  goals  against  average  and  six  shutouts 
in  net.  Six  of  Elizabethtown’s  seven  wins  came  by  shutout, 
including  1 -0  wins  over  Alvemia  University,  Wilkes  University 
and  Susquehanna  University. 

Women's  Soccer 

The  Blue  Jays  made  their  third  straight  trip  to  the  Common- 
wealth Conference  finals,  finishing  the  season  with  a 13-6-2 
record  for  first-year  head  coach  Bob  Scotten  ’78.  The  team  went 
3-2-1  during  the  conference  schedule  and  finished  in  third 
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place,  then  defeated  Widener  3-2  in  a semifinal  match 
to  advance  to  the  championship  game.  Elizabethtown  won  six 
straight  games  at  midseason,  with  five  consecutive  wins  by 
shutout  and  four  coming  by  a 1-0  score.  Jenna  Russo  ’09  was 
named  second-team  All-Mid-Atlantic  Region  after  finishing 
with  nine  goals  and  five  assists  for  23  points.  It  was  the  third 
All-Region  selection  of  her  career,  which  she  finished  with  37 
goals  and  23  assists  for  97  points.  Brooke  Dotterer  ’09  and 
Gretchen  Geiger  ’09  also  were  named  first-team  All-Conference 
along  with  Russo,  while  Erin  Scott  ’10  was  a second-team  pick. 
Dotterer  finished  her  career  as  a four-time  All-Conference

At  the  27th  Annual  Conference  on  The  First-Year  Experience, 
1 jl  four  Elizabethtown  College  faculty  and  staff  members 
collaborated  to  express  the  College’s  unique  approach  to  the 
first-year  experience.  Their  session,  titled  “Road  to  Success: 

A Small  College’s  Approach  to  a Comprehensive  First-Year 
Program,”  drew  a standing-room-only  crowd  and  a wealth  of 
praise  from  conference  attendees. 

“We  had  a few  people  who  came  up  to  us  and  said  that 
after  seeing  our  presentation,  they  wanted  to  send  their  child 
to  Elizabethtown,”  recalls  Tom  Hagan,  associate  professor  of 
chemistry  and  assistant  dean  of  the  First-Year  Program.  “And 
this  is  coming  from  educators,  so  I think  that  speaks  volumes 
about  what  type  of  First-Year  Program  we  have.” 

Working  together  on  the  presentation  were  Hagan;  David 
Donovan,  lecturer  in  communications;  Stephanie  Rankin, 
assistant  dean  of  students  and  director  of  the  Center  for  Student 
Success;  and  Alexandra  Sheakley,  assistant  director  of  admissions 
and  coordinator  of  orientation  programs.  Hagan  notes  that  the 
diversity  of  the  team  demonstrates  just  how  Elizabethtown’s 
First-Year  Program  covers  a broad  cross  section  of  the  campus 
community,  which  is  a hallmark  of  a liberal  arts  education. 

The  First-Year  Program  embraces  that  spectrum  in  more  ways 
than  just  academically.  With  a mission  not  only  to  help  students 
successfully  transition  from  high  school  to  college  but  also  to  give 
them  the  tools  necessary  for  continued  critical  thinking,

believe  that  the  First-Year  Program  was  integral  to  their  success. 

Elizabethtown’s  First- Year  Program  encompasses  orientation, 
academic  advising,  a topical  First-Year  Seminar,  and  a weekly 
colloquium.  The  different  facets  complement  each  other  to  adapt 
the  students  to  a comprehensive  learning  experience. 

Prior  to  the  start  of  the  academic  year,  the  incoming 
first-year  class  is  officially  welcomed  and  provided  with  information 
essential  to  making  their  first  semester  at  college  a successful  one. 
For  most,  this  will  be  their  first  time  living  away  from  home  for 
an  extended  period.  These  first  few  days  are  critical  to  getting 
the  class  off  to  a smooth  start. 

Much  preparation  and  coordination  between  Hagan  and 
Sheakley  occurs  in  advance  of  their  arrival.  Sheakley  has  to  be 
acutely  aware  of  what  programs  will  be  offered  to  the  students, 
while  Hagan  and  the  rest  of  the  first-year  faculty  rely  on  Sheakley 
to  coordinate  their  first  meeting  with  the  students  during  summer 
orientation.  The  two  also  work  closely  with  Rankin  on  the 
First- Year  Advising  Program. 

Their  collaboration  leads  to  a successful  three-fold  First-Year 
Program.  One  aspect  is  the  First- Year  Seminar:  The  2008-2009 
academic  year  saw  35  different  classes  taught  by  33  members  of 
the  faculty,  all  of  whom  picked  their  own  topic  for  the  seminar. 
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The  second  aspect  is  the  partnership  with  academic  advising: 

Each  seminar  instructor  serves  as  the  first-semester  advisor  for  the 
students  in  their  class.  Supported  in  their  unique  role  as  first-year 
advisors  through  workshops  and  an  advisor’s  manual,  the  seminar 
instmctors  work  closely  with  the  students  to  guide  them  with 
their  course  schedule,  offering  both  mentorship  and  support.  The 
third  aspect  is  the  colloquium,  a weekly  event  during  the  fall 
semester  that  brings  in  notable  speakers  and  advances  student 
understanding  on  a variety  of  topics.  The  colloquium,  which 
helps  introduce  the  students  to  the  College’s  broad  cultural 
programming,  provides  a springboard  into  academics,  making 
students  responsible  for  their  own  learning  as  they  settle  into  a 
new  life  at  Elizabethtown.

Sarah  and  Michael  Behounek  are  fresh-faced  twins  from 
Maryland  who,  in  the  summer  of  2007,  couldn't  wait  for  their 
college  experience  to  begin.  Both  were  looking  forward  to  being 
away  from  home  for  the  first  time,  and  each  was  excited  and  a 
little  anxious  about  making  new  friends. 

“I  was  nervous  about  meeting  new  people,”  Sarah  reflects.  “I 
grew  up  with  the  same  group  of  friends  since  elementary  school!” 

Through  the  First-Year  Program,  and  thanks  to  close-knit 
bonds  formed  during  orientation,  Sarah  quickly  found  her  niche 
in  college  life.  Excited  about  her  First- Year  Seminar,  Sarah  moved 
into  a Living-Learning  Community  called  Simple  Living,  which 
was  an  extension  of  her  seminar  of  the  same  name.  Her  new  living 
arrangements,  coupled  with  the  friendliness  of  Elizabethtown’s 
staff  and  students,  made  Sarah  feel  right  at  home. 

“As  soon  as  1 got  here,  I definitely  felt  like  1 chose  the  right 
school,”  says  Sarah,  who  had  checked  out  bigger  schools  before 
deciding  on  Elizabethtown.

Sarah’s  experience  in  the  Living-Learning  Community 
underscores  the  new  program’s  success.  While  other  incarnations 
existed  in  the  late  1990s,  the  Living-Learning  Communities  as 
they  exist  today  were  launched  for  the  2007-2008  academic  year. 
The  communities  offer  students  an  extension  of  their  First- Year 
Seminar  by  providing  hall  activities  that  relate  to  the  subject 
material.  For  Sarah,  this  meant  learning  how  to  “live  simply.” 

“In  our  first  month,  we  had  to  give  up  something  we  spend 
a lot  of  money  on,”  Sarah  explained  during  an  interview  in 
November  2007.  “The  next  month,  we  had  to  give  up  something 
that  takes  up  a lot  of  time.  And  right  now,  I’m  giving  up  soda  for 
a month.” 

The  Simple  Living  Seminar  is  not  just  about  doing  without, 
of  course.  Tying  into  Elizabethtown’s  emphasis  on  service-learning, 
the  course  also  focuses  on  community  service  and  volunteerism. 
Sarah  points  out  that  living,  learning  and  volunteering  with  her 
classmates  really  strengthened  the  bonds  of  new  friendship. 
Additionally,  the  students  became  close  to  the  seminar  instructor 
and  hall  advisor,  Assistant  Professor  of  Sociology  Michele  Lee 
Kozimor-King  ’93. 

Hagan,  who  also  teaches  a First-Year  Seminar,  praises  the 
faculty  who  are  part  of  the  program.  “Not  only  are  they  teaching 
the  course  and  working  to  transition  the  students  into  college  life, 
they’re  also  making  sure  the  students  know  where  their  support 
is,”  he  says. 

This  support  is  another  important  component  of  the  First- 
Year  Program  that  requires  coordination  between  Admissions 
and  Academic  Advising.  Hagan  works  with  Sheakley  and  Rankin 
to  ensure  that  the  students  are  aware  of  the  resources  that  are 
available  to  them.  Through  the  Orientation  Program,  the  students 
are  introduced  to  the  Center  for  Student  Success — which  houses 
Learning  Services,  Disability  Services,  Counseling  Services, 
Academic  Services  and  Career  Services — and  to  the  High 
Library,  to  which  Hagan  requires  that  all  first-year  faculty  take 
their  classes  at  least  once  to  familiarize  the  students  with  the 
abundance  of  accessible  research  resources. 

Michael  Behounek  had  an  advantage  to  learning  the  ropes  of 
the  library:  Head  Librarian  BethAnn  Zambella  taught  his  First- Year 
Seminar,  titled  “Ben  Franklin  Surfs  the  Net:  Discovering  your  Role 
in  the  Global  Information  Society.”  In  this  course,  the  students 
used  primary  resources  to  learn  about  Franklin’s  contributions  to 
the  18th  century’s  information  age,  and  then  they  applied  their 
findings  to  today’s  modem  information  age.  “Professor  Zambella 
incorporated  guidance  on  how  to  do  research  through  the 
Internet  and  through  the  library’s  website,”  says  Michael. 

“And  that  helped  me  to  leam  how  to  do  research  papers.” 
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Hie  Springboard  into  Rcademics 

The  First- Year  Seminar  is  essential  to  teaching  students  about  the 
importance  of  across-the-board  learning.  The  seminar  introduces 
a more  rigorous  academic  schedule,  and,  by  using  a dialogue 
format,  it  engages  students  in  collaborative  learning  as  they  hear 
what  their  peers  are  thinking.  Sarah  agrees  that  this  element  was 
particularly  valuable  during  her  Simple  Living  seminar.  “Often 
we  would  just  sit  in  a circle  and  talk,”  she  says.  “It  was  more 
interactive  that  way.” 

Additionally,  because  the  seminars  are  topical,  but  not 
necessarily  related  to  any  one  major,  the  students  learn  different 
ways  of  approaching  a subject.  The  idea,  Hagan  explains,  is  that 
by  studying  an  area  that  may  not  pertain  to  their  intended  major, 
the  students  get  exposure  to  many  different  angles  of  learning. 
“Just  having  that  experience  colors  your  world  in  being  able  to 
look  at  something  from  a different  perspective  the  next  time  you 
see  it,”  Hagan  says.  “And  that  is  a huge  step  in  becoming  an 
independent  learner.” 

Sarah  and  Michael  can  both  vouch  for  that  aspect  of 
independent  learning.  Not  only  did  they  modify  their  social 
schedules  to  allow  more  time  for  studying  as  they  adjusted  to 
the  workload  during  their  first  semester,  they  also  reevaluated 
what  they  came  to  Elizabethtown  to  learn. 

With  productive  high  school  experiences  behind  them, 
the  twins  came  to  the  College  with  their  majors  in  mind.  Sarah 
planned  to  study  communications,  while  Michael  had  been 
accepted  into  the  Biology  Department’s  Cooperative  3+3 
Doctorate  of  Physical  Therapy  Program  with  Thomas  Jefferson 
University.  By  their  second  semester,  though,  both  Sarah  and 
Michael  had  changed  their  intended  majors. 

Considering  herself  a people  person,  Sarah  drew  on  her  desire 
to  help  others  in  her  decision  to  switch  her  major  to  elementary 
education  with  a certification  in  special  education,  while  Michael 
is  now  pursuing  a business  degree. 

“I  took  two  semesters  of  science,  and  I realized  it  just  wasn’t 
for  me,”  says  Michael.  “I  wasn’t  relating  to  the  material  the  way  I 
thought  I would.”  Even  though  one  of  the  reasons  he  chose

Elizabethtown  was  for  its  Physical  Therapy  Program,  Michael  is 
grateful  that  he  has  an  opportunity  to  explore  his  options.  “I  think 
Elizabethtown  has  so  much  to  offer  that  changing  my  major  didn’t 
really  have  a big  effect  on  me,”  he  says. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  Center  for  Student  Success,  Michael 
registered  to  take  the  Campbell  Career  Test  in  Career  Services  to 
help  himself  gauge  his  real  interests.  “The  test  showed  me  that 
maybe  I wasn't  as  interested  in  science  as  I thought  I was,”  he 
says.  “And  that  was  a really  nice  indicator  that  I was  making  the 
right  decision  to  change  my  major.” 

Living  Ihe  Transition 

The  twins  agree  that  handling  the  increased  amount  of  school- 
work  was  the  most  difficult  adjustment,  but  they  both  praise  the 
accessibility  of  the  faculty  at  Elizabethtown.  Sarah  credits  the 
interactive,  intimate  classroom  settings  with  her  successful  first 
year.  “I  feel  like  the  learning  environment  fits  me  well  as  a 
student,”  she  says. 

Introducing  students  to  both  the  independence  of  college  life 
and  to  the  unique  benefits  of  an  Elizabethtown  education  is  really 
what  the  First-Year  Program  is  all  about.  It  takes  the  collaboration 
of  dedicated  faculty  and  staff  to  put  all  the  mechanics  in  place  and 
bring  the  program  to  its  full  potential,  a task  that  everyone 
involved  with  the  First- Year  Program  takes  on  wholeheartedly. 

“It’s  important  to  realize  that,  by  and  large,  students  want  to 
come  to  Elizabethtown,”  says  Hagan.  “So  we  want  to  make  that 
transition  a successful  one.” 

Now  well  into  their  sophomore  year,  Sarah  and  Michael 
Behounek  are  firm  in  their  belief  that  Elizabethtown’s  First- Year 
Program  was  integral  to  their  successful  adjustment  to  college  life. 
“I  thought  that  the  way  that  Elizabethtown  handled  our  first  year 
was  awesome,”  says  Michael.  As  they  enjoy  cultivating  their 
new  friendships  and  further  discovering  their  perfect  course  of 
study,  the  twins  exemplify  the  positive  impact  of  this  truly 
distinctive  program.

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A couple  hundred  students  gathered  at  the  base  of  the 

- library  steps  on  a dark,  clear  night.  They  pulled  their  coats 
tightly  around  themselves,  as  do  Elizabethtown  Mayor  Robert 
Brain,  College  President  Theodore  Long  and  the  collection 
of  local  residents  who  ventured  out  that  brisk  evening. 
Everyone’s  breath  visibly  rose  into  the  biting  winter  air. 

All  waited  in  anticipation  of  the  flip  of  the  switch  that 
would  light  some  2,000  bulbs  adorning  the  evergreen  in  front 
of  Zug  Memorial  Hall.  And  they  were  not  disappointed  a 
moment  later  as  the  bulbs  simultaneously  glowed,  celebrating 
the  start  of  the  holiday  season  and  the  rekindling  of  a 
College  tradition  long  since  abandoned.  “Welcome  to  the 
reinstatement  of  the  Christmas  tree  lighting  ceremony,” 
said  President  Long  to  the  crowd. 

Refreshing  Elizabethtown’s  Memory 

For  Elizabethtown  College  alumni,  the  memories  of  their 
four  years  around  The  Dell  remain  crisp  and  strong  long 
after  the  dust  has  begun  collecting  on  their  framed  diploma. 
Many  can  recall  being  greeted  warmly  in  the  serpentine  on 
Commencement  day  by  the  same  professor  who  gave  them 
their  Elizabethtown  pin  during  first-year  orientation.  Others 
fondly  recall  Thanksgiving  dinner  and  the  First- Year  Walk. 
And,  for  some,  the  memories  of  the  May  Day  celebration  or 
tug  of  war  across  Lake  Placida  live  on  even  though  the  events 
no  longer  continue  at  the  College. 

About  a year  ago,  political  science  major  Carl  Marrara  ’09 
and  others  members  of  Student  Senate  felt  compelled  to 
consider  revitalizing  College  customs,  like  the  Christmas  tree 
lighting  ceremony,  and  instituting  new  traditions  in  order  to 
further  cement  the  distinctly  Elizabethtown  experience.  “The 
2007-2008  Executive  Cabinet  began  talking  about  the  impor- 
tance of  traditions  on  a college  campus,”  explains  Marrara, 
who  is  president  of  this  year’s  Student  Senate.  “We  like  the 
traditions  we  have,  but  we  knew  that  there  had  been  others.” 

At  the  request  of  College  Trustee  David  Sykes  ’70, 
Director  of  Alumni  Relations  Barry  Freidly  ’69  discussed 
Elizabethtown  traditions  with  Student  Senate’s  membership 
in  April  2008.  For  Leah  Shenk,  a junior  international  business 
major,  Freidly ’s  words  motivated  her  to  act.  “He  was  incredibly 
inspiring  to  the  members  of  Senate,”  shares  Shenk,  who  would 
go  on  to  chair  the  recently  formed  ad-hoc  Traditions 
Committee  of  Student  Senate. 

The  purpose  of  the  Traditions  Committee,  as  set  by  the 
Executive  Cabinet,  is  to  research  past  Elizabethtown  traditions 
as  well  as  investigate  what  traditions  exist  on  other  campuses. 
“From  talking  with  Barry  Freidly,  we  found  representatives 
from  each  decade  who  are  professors  on  campus,  and  we 
narrowed  down  a bigger  list  of  schools  to  12  that  fit  different 
ranges,”  Shenk  explains.  The  committee  developed  question- 
naires and  began  to  conduct  interviews. 

A First  Success  Creates  Momentum 

Throughout  their  research,  Barry  Freidly  visited  the  committee 
meetings.  In  addition  to  offering  advice  and  guidance,  he 
also  brought  his  old  yearbooks  with  him.  “He  was  skimming 
through  them  and  showing  us  pictures.  One  of  them  was  of 
him  decorating  a Christmas  tree,”  says  Shenk. 


t few  hundred  people  braved  the  chilly  November  night  to  celebrate 
he  2008  Christmas  tree  lighting  ceremony.  Addressing  the  crowd  were 
College  President  Theodore  Long,  Elizabethtown  Mayor  Robert  Brain, 
ind  Director  of  Alumni  Relations  Barry  Freidly  '69. 

The  committee  members  learned  that  the  Christmas  tree 
ighting  ceremony  was  first  held  while  Freidly  was  in  school.  The 
'ear  was  1966,  and  sophomore  Barry  Freidly  used  only  an  extension 
adder  to  hang  the  large,  25-watt  custom-made  light  bulbs  on 
he  inaugural  tree.  In  1974,  the  tradition  took  on  a new  twist  as 
tudents  returned  from  Thanksgiving  break  bearing  one  ornament 
o hang  on  the  College’s  Christmas  tree.  And  then,  at  some  point, 
he  tradition  discontinued. 

As  a result  of  their  conversations  and  study,  the  student 
:ommittee  was  motivated  to  take  on  the  reinstatement  of  the 
:eremony  as  their  first  project.  The  committee  set  their  attendance 
;oal  at  500,  with  enough  cookies,  hot  chocolate,  coffee  and 
irograms  for  everyone.  And  with  the  help  of  a few  additional 
tudents  and  several  members  of  the  College’s  staff,  the  reinstated 
Ohristmas  tree  lighting  ceremony  drew  an  estimated  400  to  600 
tudents,  faculty,  staff  and  community  members  to  the  base  of  the 
digit  Library  steps  on  a cold  winter  evening  in  mid-November 
1008.  “I  think  the  turnout  we  had  speaks  to  our  work  and  speaks 
o the  importance  of  traditions  as  viewed  by  students,  faculty  and 
he  community,”  Shenk  reflects. 

This  year’s  tree  was  dressed  in  2,175  energy-efficient  lights. 
Ihere  were  no  ornaments,  but  Marrara  hopes  that  portion  of 
he  tradition  will  resurface  in  the  future.  He  also  looks  forward 

0 the  possibility  of  the  ad-hoc  Traditions  Committee  becoming 

1 standing  committee  of  the  Senate.  “It  would  assure  the  students 
)f  Elizabethtown  that  Senate  is  taking  traditions  seriously,  that 
they  will  continue  to  see  the  results  of  this  work]  year  after  year,” 
darrara  says. 

Looking  Forward,  Overcoming  Obstacles 

loon,  the  committee  will  learn  exactly  how  important  the  student 
)ody  regards  traditions. 

According  to  Shenk,  the  members  plan  to  reveal  results  of 
heir  research,  share  some  examples  of  what  could  be  implemented 
it  Elizabethtown,  and  survey  students  about  their  interests  and 
opinions.  “This  way,  the  committee  will  bring  the  past  perspective 
}f  those  we  interviewed  up  to  what  students  now  think  of 
:raditions,”  she  explains. 


Propelling  their  work  forward  is  one  of  the  College’s  traditions 
that  resonates  at  the  very  heart  of  all  that  is  Elizabethtown: 
mentoring  relationships.  Shenk  admits  the  committee  was  at  a loss 
when  Freidly;  Mark  Clapper  ’96,  associate  director  of  alumni  rela- 
tions; or  Caroline  Lalvani,  director  of  public  affairs,  were  not  able 
to  visit  the  meetings.  “Having  them  there  enabled  us  to  get  things 
done  so  much  quicker  and,  I think,  really  accomplish  our  goals,” 
she  says. 

At  one  point  in  the  planning  process,  the  committee’s 
goals,  and  the  event  itself,  were  in  danger  of  being  canceled. 
Miscommunication  between  Shenk  and  Marrara  led  the  committee 
to  think  Student  Senate  could  fund  a majority  of  the  event’s  cost. 
When  the  confusion  was  cleared  up,  the  lights  had  no  sponsor. 

And,  symbolic  of  the  caring  relationships  on  which 
Elizabethtown  was  founded,  Shenk  explains  that  the  solution 
to  their  funding  problem  came  from  the  Office  of  the  President. 
“There  are  not  many  schools  that  you  can  e-mail  the  president  of 
the  College  and  ask  if  there  is  anyway  that  he’d  be  willing  to  help 
out,”  she  reflects.  “And  have  him  say,  ‘Yes.’” 

The  lie  that  Binds 

That  quality  is  what  drew  Shenk  to  Elizabethtown.  “I  felt  people 
really  cared  about  me,  cared  about  our  students,  cared  about 
everybody,”  she  says,  explaining  that  reinstating  and  creating  new 
traditions  is  her  way  of  perpetuating  that  caring  student  environ- 
ment. “I  remember  the  important  traditions  that  I did  in  high 
school,  and  then  I remember  watching  my  little  brother  doing  the 
same  thing.  I look  back  on  my  experience  and  can  relate  to  them.” 

Shenk  shares  these  sentiments  with  Freidly  who  spoke  at  the 
Christmas  tree  lighting  ceremony.  Standing  before  hundreds  of 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  community,  Freidly  said,  “The  symbolism 
and  tradition  of  the  Campus  Tree  transcends  42  years  and  binds 
me  and  all  the  E-town  alumni  who  have  shared  the  same  lighting 
ceremony  to  every  current  student  who  is  here  tonight.  We  are  of 
one  and  the  same  Elizabethtown  family.”

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Christine  Hoyer  VI 
Follows  Career 
Path  to  Taiwan , 
Smoky  Mountains

Christine  Hoyer  ’01  isn’t  one  to  command  attention.  She’s 
not  flashy  or  loud;  she’s  not  large  in  stature  or  in  ego.  But 
on  a work  trip  in  2007  to  Taiwan,  Hoyer  was  larger  than  life. 

She  turned  heads,  triggered  gossip,  and  was  even  the  star  of  a 
documentary  on  Taiwan  television. 

She  still  shakes  her  head  in  astonishment  when  sharing 
stories  of  her  brush  with  notoriety.  “I  was  really  put  up  on  a 
pedestal,”  says  the  understated  29-year-old,  who  was  invited  to 
Taiwan  in  fall  2007  to  assist  its  forestry  bureau  with  a hiking  trail 
system.  For  a month  she  traveled  the  country,  talking  about  trail 
maintenance  and  volunteer  programs,  mapping  out  pathways 
through  the  subtropical  countryside,  and  developing  a rather 
surprising  bit  of  fame.  Hoyer’s  own  path  to  the  assignment — 
and  the  adoration — however,  was  rather  circuitous. 

After  earning  degrees  in  psychology  and  philosophy,  the 
Elizabethtown  graduate  worked  in  brain  imaging  research  at 
Washington  University  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  “I  loved  it  ...  for  a 
while,”  she  says,  a half  grin  creeping  across  her  lips.  But,  she 
soon  realized  that  “staring  at  pictures  of  brains  for  40  hours” 


every  week 
wasn’t  feeding  the 
part  of  her  own  brain  that  thrives 
on  results.  She  knew  she  was  helping  people,  but 
couldn’t  immediately  see  the  fruits  of  her  labor.  She  found  herself 
daydreaming  a lot. 

In  her  daydreams,  Hoyer  considered  graduate  school,  a cross- 
country hike  or  a new  career.  Eventually,  she  left  her  work  at  the 
university  to  contemplate  those  choices.  During  her  search,  the 
backpacker,  hiker,  kayaker  and  all-around  outdoors  woman  volun- 
teered for  three  weeks  with  the  Mid-Atlantic  Appalachian  Trail 
Conservancy  (ATC)  maintenance  crew.  In  fall  2004,  she  built 
stone  staircases,  cleared  trails,  and  “tumpiked” — building  log 
trails  across  wet  areas — in  Maryland.  Though  she  didn’t  have  trail 
building  experience,  Hoyer  loves  learning  and  isn’t  afraid  of  hard 
work.  “Before  I even  picked  up  a tool,  I was  hooked,”  she  says. 

Suddenly,  her  career  path  became  clear.  A change  was  afoot. 

Following  the  volunteer  stint,  Hoyer  stayed  in  touch  with 
her  ATC  crew  leader,  sharing  her  desire  to  spend  more 


Each  morning,  Hoyer  described  the  trail  work  to  be  accomplished  that 
day  and  assigned  tasks  to  the  volunteers. 


time  on  the  trails.  By  spring,  she  was  hack  at  it,  this  time  as  a paid 
assistant  crew  leader  with  the  Konnarock  Trail  Crew,  based  out  of 
Sugar  Grove,  Va.  “I  was  living  in  tents,  in  the  backcountry,  and 
off  forest  service  roads,  and  I was  loving  it,”  Hoyer  recalls. 

Through  nine  months  of  the  year,  she  worked  with  volunteers 
to  maintain  trails  from  Springer  Mountain,  Ga.,  to  Rockfish  Gap, 
Va.,  learning  as  she  went.  Immersed  in  training  others,  she 
mastered  the  art  of  drainage  maintenance,  erosion  control,  shelter 
building  and  trail  rehab.  That  part  of  her  brain  that  needed  feed- 
back was  being  fed,  heartily.  “I  could  see  that  I was  making  an 
impact,”  says  Hoyer.  “At  the  beginning  of  the  day  I saw  the 
problem.  At  the  end  ...  I saw  completion.” 

The  brain  imaging  research  and  the  thought  of  moving 
forward  with  that  faded  into  the  shadows  of  the  forest. 

“I  am  always  intrigued  by  how  people  find  out  what  makes 
them  happy — especially  when  they  make  such  a dramatic  career 
switch,”  says  Professor  of  Psychology  Catherine  Lemley,  who  was 
Hoyer’s  advisor  and  teacher  during  her  time  at  Elizabethtown. 
“Christine  admitted  that  she  left  fMRI  research  when  it  stopped 
being  ‘fun.’  I told  her  how  impressed  I was  that  she  had  the 


courage  to  drop  her  work  in  imaging  and  work  on  trails.  And  I 
was  impressed  that  she  didn’t  let  the  people  she  worked  with  at 
the  university  pressure  her  into  something  that  was  no  longer 
exciting  to  her.” 

In  her  new  career,  Hoyer  found  herself  crossing  paths  with 
people  from  all  walks  of  life  and  numerous  points  on  the  globe. 

In  2006,  two  volunteers — Ming  and  Yu-ju — came  from  Taiwan 
for  six  weeks  to  help  with  trails.  “You  could  tell  that  they  were 
interested  in  more  than  the  project  at  hand,”  Hoyer  reflects.  After 
they  left,  Hoyer  stayed  in  touch  through  translated  e-mails.  They 
had  corresponded  for  eight  months,  when  she  received  a surprise 
e-mail  from  the  Taiwan  government.  The  Taiwan  Forestry  Bureau 
invited  her  to  spend  a month  in  their  country.  They  asked  her — 
Christine  Hoyer — to  teach  them  about  trails. 

To  Hoyer,  who  never  really  looked  at  herself  as  a leader,  it 
was  a hit  surreal.  “There  were  a lot  of  other  people  I thought  of 
who  should  be  doing  this,”  she  says.  But  the  Taiwan  Forestry 
Bureau  wanted  her. 

The  timing  of  the  trip  perfectly  coincided  with  her  winter 
downtime  at  the  ATC.  In  November  2007,  Hoyer  boarded  an 
airplane  bound  for  a country  she  didn’t  know,  to  talk  with  people 
who  didn’t  speak  her  language,  and  to  train  volunteers  with  whom 
she  couldn’t  communicate.  “I  was  told  what  I needed  to  bring, 
what  the  talks  would  he  about,  and  that  someone  would  meet  me 
at  the  airport,”  she  explains.  “That  was  about  it.  ...  I was  there  a 
month,  being  treated  like  royalty.” 

Once  in  Taipei,  Hoyer  gave  lectures  on  trail  systems  and  how 
to  train  volunteers,  and  attended  conferences  sponsored  by  the 
Taiwan  Forestry  Bureau.  “I  wanted  to  give  them  a sense  of  what 
works  and  what  doesn’t,”  the  Elizabethtown  alumna  says.  At  the 
conferences  she  had  a translator,  but  when  she  worked  on  lower 
elevation  trails  with  Taiwan  Trail  Working  Volunteers,  trying  to 
address  a host  of  erosion  problems,  she  was  on  her  own.  “It 
was  extraordinary  to  attempt  to  teach  when  they  didn’t  speak 
English,”  Hoyer  says  laughing.  But  she  persevered,  and  the 
message  was  obviously  received.  She  began  to  see  the  positive 
effects  of  her  influence  and  advice. 


Hoyer  spent  part  of  her  time  teaching  representatives  from  the 
Taiwan  Forestry  Bureau  how  to  set  rocks  in  trenched-out  sections 
of  a trail  to  prevent  erosion — a significant  problem  along  the  Taiwan 
trail  system.

The  most  significant  issue  for  the  country’s  trail  system  is 
impact,  Hoyer  says.  Some  of  the  issues  the  United  States  has 
are  comparable,  but,  in  Taiwan,  the  hiker  is  purposefully  separated 
from  the  wear-and-tear  they  levy  on  the  trails.  Wood  and  rocks 
are  brought  in  from  other  areas  rather  than  using  resources  that 
are  readily  available.  It’s  a policy  that  their  forestry  bureau  adopted 
to  protect  the  habitat,  but  it  has  become  counterproductive. 

“Their  mindset  is  different,”  Hoyer  says  of  the  Taiwanese  people. 

“It  gave  me  a chance  to  see  what  we’ve  gotten  right  and  to  share 
it  with  them.” 

At  the  end  of  her  trip,  Hoyer  was  given  the  exquisite 
opportunity  to  summit  Jade  Mountain,  the  highest  spot  in 
Northeast  Asia,  and  to  travel  up  to  the  high  mountains  to  survey 
for  trails.  “We  were  at  13,000  feet  cutting  trails  into  these  tiny 
areas,”  she  remembers.  “Your  feet  could  barely  fit  side-by-side. 

It  was  a little  shaky.” 

Lemley  saw  her  former  advisee’s  experience  as  an  important 
lesson  for  others  who  were  blazing  their  own  paths.  “I  was  impressed 
by  the  physical  challenge  of  her  work  and  how  esteemed  she  was  in 
Taiwan  for  her  knowledge  on  trailblazing,”  says  Lemley,  who  invited 
Hoyer  to  speak  at  the  College. 

Hoyer,  who  presented  “Blaze  Your  Own  Trail”  at  Elizabethtown 
in  February  2008,  shared  her  experiences  of  Taiwan  and  the  indirect 
journey  that  got  her  there.  She  says  she  took  “everything  I learned 
(at  Elizabethtown)  and  used  it  in  an  unconventional  sense.”  Her 
work  in  psychology  helped  her  with  team  building  and  connecting 
with  the  volunteers,  she  says,  while  her  philosophy  background 
made  her  a “well-rounded,  open-minded  person.” 

Although  she  had  never  seen  herself  as  a leader,  Hoyer  explains 
that  Elizabethtown  was  the  beginning  of  her  road  to  leadership. 
“(The  College)  is  small.  I could  make  my  mark  in  each  depart- 
ment,” she  reflects.  “I  learned  I could  stand  out  in  a positive  way.” 

Looking  back,  Hoyer  realizes  that  she’s  a perfect  example  of 
Elizabethtown’s  historic  commitment  to  Educate  for  Service. 

“I’m  out  there  to  make  a positive  mark,”  she  reflects. 

Upon  her  return  to  the  United  States  in  fall  2007,  Hoyer 
submitted  a 30-page  report  of  her  findings  to  the  Taiwan  Forestry 
Bureau,  and  she  continues  to  consult  with  agency  staff  members 


concerning  their  projects.  Some  members  of  the  Taiwan  team  are 
hoping  to  come  to  the  United  States  in  the  future  to  see  how  things 
are  done  and  to  talk  to  some  people  from  local  trail  clubs. 
Ultimately,  Hoyer  reports,  Taiwan  would  like  to  create  a 1,000- 
kilometer,  or  621 -mile,  trail  to  go  around  the  perimeter  of  the 
island.  The  government  recently  started  the  first  part  of  the  project. 
In  addition,  officials  would  like  to  introduce  a “Leave  No  Trace” 
program  and  organize  a network  of  trail  clubs  similar  to  those  that 
dot  the  Appalachian  Trail. 

Unlike  her  first  career,  Hoyer’s  impact  is  direct  and  obvious. 

“To  have  that  experience  and  not  bring  something  back  would  be 
unfortunate,”  she  says.  “I  wouldn’t  change  the  path  I’ve  chosen  by 
any  means.” 

Last  summer,  that  path  meandered  even  further  into  the  forest. 
The  Elizabethtown  alumna  happily  accepted  a position  with  the 
Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park.  As  a “new  trail  crew 
leader,”  Hoyer  will  work  with  a professional  maintenance  crew, 
overseeing  about  200  miles  of  trail  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
spots  in  the  United  States.

World  War  II 
Reflections  of 
Two  Brethren 
Alumni

When  conscientious  objector  Bob  Willoughby  ’47  signed 

on  to  be  a part  of  a landmark  semi-starvation  experiment 
during  World  War  II,  he  had  no  idea  that  his  body  would  betray 
him.  A healthy,  robust  young  man  on  leave  from  college  to 
peacefully  do  his  part  in  the  draft,  Willoughby  signed  up  to 
participate  in  the  Minnesota  Semi-Starvation  Experiment,  a 
project  conceived  and  directed  by  Dr.  Ancel  Keys.  Willoughby, 
fellow  Elizabethtown  graduate  Roscoe  Hinkle  ’43,  and  34  other 
men  partaking  in  the  Civilian  Public  Service  (CPS)  began 
a year-long  journey  of  starvation  and  rehabilitation  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota  in  November  1944-  Nine  of  the 
36  men  were  Brethren. 

The  semi-starvation  experiment  was  an  enticing  option  for 
the  men  in  CPS,  many  of  whom  were  engaged  in  doing  hard  labor 
as  an  alternative  to  service  to  the  military.  With  news  of  the 
emaciated  concentration  camp  victims  saddening  civilians 
and  enlisted  alike,  Dr.  Keys  wondered  what  could  be  done  to 
rehabilitate  the  severely  malnourished.  “Will  you  starve  that  they 

be  better  fed?”  read  the  tagline 
on  the  ad  regarding  the  semi- 
starvation experiment.  The 
concept  was  simple:  use 
volunteers  as  guinea  pigs 
to  see  what  happens — 
physically,  mentally  and 
emotionally — to  starving 
\ persons.  Use  those  same 
volunteers  to  show  how 
rehabilitation  could 
be  achieved. 

Like  many 
CPS  volunteers, 
Willoughby  and 
Hinkle  were  raised 
in  the  pacifist  Church 
of  the  Brethren.

Willoughby’s  grandfather  was  G.N.  Falkenstein,  one  of  the 
founding  members  of  Elizabethtown  College.  Proud  of  his  heritage 
and  dedicated  to  his  faith,  Willoughby  was  disappointed  when 
he  didn’t  achieve  the  same  results  as  his  companions  during  the 
semi-starvation  experiment. 

The  experiment  began  with  a three-month  standardization 
period,  during  which  the  men  ate  a normal  diet  and  were  subjected 
to  numerous  tests  to  determine  their  endurance,  strength  and 
stamina.  “At  that  time,  we  were  a pretty  congenial  group,”  says 
Willoughby.  “We  got  plenty  of  good  food,  in  fact,  better  food  than 
I had  at  the  camp.  We  were  all  hoping  to  be  of  more  use  than 
we  were  working  for  the  forest  service,  or  whatever  we  happened 
to  be  doing.” 

After  the  first  three  months  of  standardization,  the  men’s 
diets  were  drastically  reduced.  They  were  still  fed  a sustainable 
amount,  were  each  required  to  walk  22  miles  a week,  and  were 
still  subjected  to  the  same  rigorous  endurance  tests  as  when  they 
had  more  normal  diets.  “It  was  semi-starvation,”  explains  Hinkle. 
“We  can’t  say  we  had  nothing  to  eat,  but  the  caloric  values 
resembled  those  in  concentration  camps.” 

Hinkle  lost  weight  swiftly  and  steadily,  and  he  struggled  with 
the  effects  typical  of  a starving  brain  and  “draining  emotional 
responses,”  he  says.  His  weight  decreased  from  148  to  108  pounds. 
Dreams  and  fantasies  about  food  appeared,  as  concern  about  the 
next  meal  mounted  steadily.  Hinkle  managed  to  focus  his  graduate 
classes  toward  his  master’s  degree  in  sociology  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota. 

Willoughby  also  took  classes,  but  he  was  struck  with  another 
preoccupation:  the  fact  that  he  wasn’t  losing  weight.  “About 
halfway  through  semi-starvation,  I reached  a plateau,”  he  reflects. 
“I  lost  about  28  pounds  during  the  first  three  months,  and  then 
only  about  one-and-a-half  during  the  last  three.  And  that  was 
on  the  lowest  diet!  I cannot  explain  that,  and  the  staff  couldn’t 
explain  it.”  To  Willoughby’s  dismay,  his  results — along  with  those 
of  three  other  subjects — were  not  included  in  the  final  study 
presented  by  Dr.  Keys  and  his  team. 
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Willoughby  still  reflects  on  his  disappointment  that  he  didn’t 
have  the  same  experience  as  his  peers  during  the  semi-starvation 
experiment.  “I  would  much  rather  that  my  body  had  reacted 
differently,  that  I would  have  been  a full  participant.  I think 
that’s  understandable,”  he  says.  “But  as  far  as  my  participation 
in  it,  because  I was  doing  what  was  required  of  me  the  whole  time, 
1 felt  that  I was  doing  something  worthwhile.” 

Today,  Willoughby  holds  fast  to  his  pacifist  beliefs,  and  he 
states  that  he  would  certainly  enlist  in  CPS  and  do  it  all  again  if 
he  had  to  go  back  to  1944.  “The  things  that  motivated  me  to  go 
into  [CPS]  have  pretty  much  motivated  me  the  rest  of  my  life,” 
he  says. 

Hinkle  echoes  that  sentiment,  mentioning  that  his  three 
children  have  all  gone  into  a career  of  service  of  some  sort. 

“The  same  sense  of  service  that  led  me  to  the  semi-starvation 
experiment  has  influenced  my  children,”  he  says. 


During  the  three-month  starvation  period,  Hinkle  looked 
forward  to  the  rehabilitation  months  that  would  soon  follow, 
but  he  was  dismayed  that,  once  he  started  eating  more  normally 
again,  he  didn’t  see  any  evidence  of  rehabilitation.  “That  was  the 
worst  experience  I had  during  the  experiment,”  he  says. 

As  discovering  how  starved  victims  responded  to  rehabili- 
tation was  a primary  goal  in  the  semi-starvation  experiment, 
Hinkle’s  experience  showed  the  doctors  that  there  is  no  guarantee 
that  people  will  bounce  right  back.  “They  found  out  that  you 
needed  a lot  more  protein,”  explains  Hinkle.  “Then  you  needed  to 
exercise— using  the  same  equipment  we  were  tested  on — to  turn 
that  into  muscle.”  This  led  to  discouragement  for  the  once-hearty 
young  men  who  were  having  difficulty  regaining  their  vigor  after 
starvation.  “Many  of  us  were  hoping  to  go  overseas  and  do  relief 
work,”  says  Hinkle,  “but  our  weakened  bodies  weren’t  any  help.” 

After  being  discharged  from  CPS,  Hinkle  finished  his 
master’s  thesis  in  sociology  and  married.  Subsequently,  he  and  his 
wife  earned  doctorates  in  sociology  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  had  careers 
in  academic  sociology.  Willoughby  spent  a 
few  more  months  in  CPS  before  finishing  his 
degree  at  Elizabethtown,  serving  as  a livestock 
caretaker  on  ships  bringing  supplies  to  Europe. 

He  jokes  about  his  “Mediterranean  cruise”  to 
Greece  during  that  time.

Brethren  Home  Community  75th  Anniversary 
Quilt:  The  End  of  a Journey 


The  Brethren  Home  Community  75th  anniversary  quilt,  which  began  its 
fundraising  journey  a quarter  of  a century  ago,  came  home  to  rest  during 
summer  2008.  Those  in  attendance  at  the  quilt’s  final  auction  at  Cross 
Keys  Village  posthumously  honored  Romaine  Myers,  a former  trustee  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  who  was  instrumental  in  launching  this  effort  that 
raised  in  excess  of  its  original  $100,000  goal  for  the  facility. 

Over  the  years,  the  75th  anniversary  quilt  was  sold  and  resold,  sometimes 
several  times  each  year.  Marking  each  sale,  the  names  of  all  the  purchasers 
over  the  past  quarter  century  have  been  embroidered  on  the  quilt,  creating 
a commemorative  listing  of  those  who  contributed  to  the  quilt’s  fundraising 
legacy.  Past  purchasers  have  included  Romaine,  several  times  over,  along  with 
York  resident  Jay  Crist  and  many  others. 

At  the  final  auction,  Romaine ’s  son,  Carl  Myers  ’63,  also  a trustee  of  the 
College,  and  his  two  brothers  became  the  final  purchasers,  tendering  the  bid 
that  surpassed  their  mother’s  goal  and  then  retiring  the  quilt  in  her  memory. 
The  ceremony  was  attended  by  Carl;  wife  Jean;  son  and  daughter-in-law, 

Mark  ’88  and  Karen  Kaechele  Myers  ’88;  and  Mark  and  Karen’s  children, 
Savannah  and  Jack.  Carl’s  wife,  Jean,  volunteered  to  do  the  embroidery  for 
the  final  year  and  will  include  the  names  of  their  immediate  family,  alongside 
the  rest  of  the  relatives  who  contributed  to  the  final  purchase. 
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For  25  years,  the  Brethren  Home  Community

Class  of  '63  Alumnae  Enjoy 
a Lasting  Friendship

For  some,  Homecoming  is  their  only  opportunity  to  reunite  with  classmates 
and  reminisce  about  their  days  at  Elizabethtown.  But  for  the  past  45  years, 
six  Class  of  ’63  alumnae  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to  keep  their  College 
friendships  alive  and  their  reunions  frequent. 

Nancy  Wolfgang  Anthony,  Lisa  Emery,  Shirley  Watters  Garrett,  Joann 
Metzler  Herr,  Doris  Weir  Ladd  and  Barbara  Korns  Swanson  founded  the  Future 
Old  Maids  of  America  (FOMA)  during  their  senior  year  at  the  College.  The 
women — all  education  majors — lived  together  in  Myer  Hall  all  four  years  of 
their  Elizabethtown  College  career.  Every  Sunday  evening  at  dinner,  the 
friends  gathered  to  settle  the  problems  of  college  life. 

After  graduating,  the  members  of  FOMA  decided  to  continue  their 
meetings  and  their  friendship.  While  their  get-togethers  were  no  longer 
weekly,  Shirley  Garrett  is  proud  to  say  they  have  never  missed  a year’s 
gathering  since  their  graduation.  “A  different  girl  has  hosted  each  year,” 

Shirley  writes.  “We  selected  a specific  weekend  . . . and  no  one  in  the  group 
dared  make  plans  for  that  weekend  until  the  hostess  had  selected  the  date  and 
announced  the  plans  for  our  get-together.”  The  weekend  gatherings  eventually 
included  spouses  and  children.  Most  years,  Mary  Cox — the  group’s  “advisor” 
and  housemother  from  Myer — would  join  them.  “Mrs.  Cox  was  always 
especially  delighted  when  the  FOMA  children  became  old  enough  to  be 
her  chauffeurs,”  says  Shirley. 

Unfortunately,  Mary  passed  away  in  1995.  In  her  honor,  the  members 
of  FOMA  planted  a dogwood  tree  in  front  of  Myer  Hall.  Marking  the  tree  is 
a bronze  plaque  that  reads  “Mary  Cox:  Housemother  and  Friend.”  “We  feel 
her  presence  each  time  we  gather,”  Shirley  says. 

As  five  of  the  six  members  married,  the  group  didn’t  live  up  to  its 
acronym.  After  reaching  their  65th  birthdays  in  2006,  the  women  decided  to 
rename  themselves  Fabulous  Outgoing  Medicare  Alumnae.  The  members  of 
FOMA  plan  to  continue  their  reunions  for  years  to  come  and  are  enjoying  the 
flexibility  of  retirement.  “We’ve  extended  our  get-togethers  from  a length  of 
one  night  and  two  days  to  two  nights  and  three  days  annually,”  she  says.  “We 
no  longer  have  to  stick  to  weekends,  and  we  don’t  always  gather  in  May.”  Even 
after  all  these  years,  Shirley  says,  “We  can  still  sing  the  Elizabethtown  College 
alma  mater  with  great  gusto  when  we  gather!”

A Teacher  with  a New  Twist 
on  Education

High  school  students  talk  a lot.  With  cell 
phones,  text  messages  and  e-mails,  they 
are  in  constant  conversation  . . . until  they  enter 
the  classroom. 

For  judson  Wagner  ’96 — a physics  teacher 
and  the  science  department  chair  for  Concord 
High  School  in  the  Brandywine  School  District 
in  Wilmington,  Del. — this  is  not  a problem. 

By  tracking  how  his  students  are  learning  and 
adapting  his  teaching  style  to  best  fit  their 
needs,  Judson  has  created  a unique  atmosphere 
in  his  classroom,  one  in  which  both  teacher  and 
students  lead  the  class. 

Now  in  his  13th  year  of  teaching, 

Judson — who  majored  in  physics  and  physics 
education  at  Elizabethtown — is  confident  in  his 
unique  teaching  style.  “I  am  true  to  myself,”  he 
says.  “I  try  to  let  my  own  personality  guide  me.” 

His  approach,  focusing  on  formative  evaluation, 
allows  him  to  observe  how  each  class  is  learning 
while  he  is  teaching,  instead  of  relying  on  test 

scores.  By  continuously  adapting  his  teaching  style,  Judson  customizes  each  lesson 
to  his  students’  specific  needs.  “The  way  I might  engage  one  group  might  be 
totally  different  than  the  way  I engage  another,”  he  explains.  For  visual  learners, 
he  presents  more  images.  In  contrast,  he  provides  hands-on  activities  for  students 
who  are  more  tactile. 

This  approach,  while  effective,  is  not  traditional.  “Many  teachers  aren’t 
ready  to  give  up  that  control  that  they  are  accustomed  to,”  Judson  states.  But 
by  keeping  his  classes  student-centered  and  giving  students  power  to  make 
decisions,  he  is  able  to  engage  them  in  conversation.  “That’s  one  of  the  things 
1 hope  to  instill  in  my  students  . . . the  ability  to  speak  their  minds  and  engage 
in  discussion,”  he  states.  Judson  proudly  points  to  his  students’  accomplishments. 
“Concord  High  School  makes  up  less  than  5 percent  of  all  Delaware  high  school 
students,”  he  says.  “When  looking  at  the  total  number  of  Delaware  students 
who  have  passed  the  AP  Physics  exam  from  2001  to  2006,  22  percent  have  come 
from  Concord.”  Concord  also  produced  more  passing  AP  Physics  grades  from 
traditionally  underrepresented  Delaware  populations,  with  the  school  contributing 
32  percent  of  the  state’s  passing  grades  from  female  students  and  56  percent  of  the 
state’s  passing  grades  from  African  American  students  during  that  same  period. 

In  addition,  Judson  is  supporting  learning  in  his  district  with  the  development 
of  novel  assessment  tools.  For  example,  he  created  an  assessment  analysis  tool  for 
a common  exam  created  by  district  teachers.  He  also  developed  another  tool  for 
collecting  data  quickly  during  formative  assessment. 

His  work  has  not  gone  unnoticed.  Judson  was  awarded  the  2007  Presidential 
Award  for  Excellence  in  Mathematics  and  Science  Teaching — the  highest  honor 
for  teachers  of  mathematics  and  science,  which  includes  a $10,000  grant.  The 
recognition  was  bestowed  on  only  99  of  the  nation’s  educators.  Additionally, 
he  was  awarded  the  2006  General  Excellence  Award  from  The  Cable’s  Leaders 
in  Learning  Awards — an  award  given  to  only  13  administrators,  educators, 
community  leaders  and  policymakers  who  have  helped  to  transform  education. 

Although  these  are  great  honors,  the  feedback  Judson  gets  from  his  students 
is  his  greatest  reward.  “My  former  students  have  been  an  inspiration  for  me,” 
he  states.  And  while  they  serve  as  motivation  for  him,  his  passion  for  teaching 
and  innovative  techniques  continues  to  shape  the  minds  of  all  who  enter 
his  classroom.
